MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


As so many members of the City Council of 1911 have been 
returned for service in 1912, it is more than probable that the 
work that must be done early in the year will be cared for 
with less labor than usual. Last year’s City Government 
worked in harmony, and so far as we know now, no mistakes 
of importance were made. The fact that last year’s Council 
was harmonious no doubt had much to do with the efficiency 
of its work. This year we are confronted with many needs 
and a still greater number of wants. It is our duty to take 
up our needs first and classify them in the order of their 
importance — not of their importance to the wards, but to the 
whole city, and then supply these needs in the order in which 
they stand. While members of the City Council owe a duty 
to their respective wards, their first duty is to the city at large. 
Let us forget ward lines when a | great matter affecting the 
entire city is concerned. 


From my experience of last year I can already see that 
although our revenue this year will be greater than it was in 
1911, a number of really worthy improvements will have to be 
put over for another year or more. Last year's City Govern- 
ment endeavored with success not to increase the city debt out: 
side of its Water, Sewer and School Departments, and it 
should be the aim of this body to follow that policy. In mak- 
ing my committee appointments I have used my best judgment 
to give each man a fair share of the responsibility of govern- 
ment, considering the while the time pach man has to place at 
the city’s disposal.

FINANCE. 
Pittsfield’s city debt January 1, 1912, is $2,001,599.40, an 
increase of $473,450 during 1911, $438,000 of which is for 
water. 


In 1911 there was paid, by taxation and proceeds of pre- 
miums on bond sales, $123,650 on our city debt. 


Our city debt is made up as follows: 


Water bonds and notes $1,079,000 00 
Sewer bonds and notes 403,000 00 
School bonds and notes 406,600 00 
Paving bonds 50,000 00 
Permanent improvement bonds 57,000 00 
Voting machine notes 5,990 40 


$2,001,590 40 


The total valuation of property taxed in 1911, less abate- 
ments to date — is $32,061,432. The city debt limit for 1912 
is $667,445.52. Our debt limit a year ago was $581,111.75. 


Although our city debt has increased $478,450 during this 
past year, our percentage of debt to valuation remains about 
the same, a condition due to the large increase in property 
valuations in 1911. Our present percentage of debt to valu- 
ation is .063 and one year ago it was .061. This percentage 
for the thirty-three cities of the Commonwealth is about .063. 
The total estimated cost of the enlargement of the city's water 
supply and new piping incident thereto, as shown under the 
next heading, 15 $750,000, on account of which $600,000 worth 
of bonds were sold last year on favorable terms — namely, 
interest at the rate of 3.55 and 3.5 per cent. 


During the past year no new city debt was created except 
for water, schools, and sewers. The $9,000 received from the 
Ambursen Company has not yet been paid in for water works 
construction, but it will be shortly with $5,000 cash already in 
the treasury, while the balance will be made up from the money 
due the city from the Berkshire Street Railway Company for 
its part of the cost cf the Elm street bridge, built and paid for 
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in 1911. I earnestly hope that the City Council of 1912 will 
follow the same policy and not increase the city debt except 
for the purposes mentioned. 


ADDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY. 


Our greatest municipal enterprise is the doubling of the 
capacity of our water works system. This work has been car- 
ried on vigorously and intelligently by the Water Committee 
and City Engineer Farnham. Practically two-thirds of the 
masonry required їп the new dam is in place. 

It is now possible to estimate with considerable accuracy 
the cost and capacity of the new water supply. 


First — The proportion of water to be furnished Бу the new 
Farnham reservoir is figured at 52 per cent. of the city’s entire 
system in dry years. 


Second — The cost of the new reservoir, its tributaries, 
mains to city and distributing mains in city streets will be about 
$750,000, besides land damages and water rights which have 
not yet been determined. 


This cost is divided as follows: 


Cost of Farnham dam and reservoir during the 
years 1910 and 1911, including the 15 per cent. 


reserve and all preliminary work, $310,000 
Estimated cost of completing the above exclusive of 
land damages and water rights, 190,000 
Cost of pipe lines laid in 1911, 124,000 
Estimated cost of completing new mains and dis- 
tributing pipes in city, 127,000 
Total, $751,000 


In considering the cost of new water pipes, it must be taken 
into account that this includes the renewal and enlargement of 
many old lines some of which have already seen forty-five 
years’ service and are worn out. Such renewals would have 
to be made any way.

Already gratifying results are being obtained from the new 
24-inch main from Ashley reservoir in maintaining both a uni- 
form and higher water pressure at the City Hall; this showing 
will be better when the work is completed. The total length 
of new pipe laid in 1911 was 514 miles. 


Operations on the dam have been suspended for the winter, 
but work on the reservoir is now going on with 120 men em- 
ployed. The dam will probably be completed by August 1, 
1912, but work on the water shed will not be completed until 
later in the year. 


It is estimated that when this water extension is finished, 
Pittsheld wil have water capacity enough for 15 years of 
growth. This estimate is based on gains in population in the 
past. 


REFORESTRATION. 


It is probable this year, or possibly next year at the latest, 
will.see the end of the work of the Special Water Committee 
and I hope that this committee will, before retiring, accept the 
further responsibility of starting the reforesting of the waste 
areas on our Washington mountain water shed and that the 
City Council will make the necessary appropriation therefor. 
We are all aware of the revenue derived from municipal for- 
ests in Europe and of the fact that necessity will soon compel 
Americans to follow suit. This is an economic measure cal- 
culated to benefit posterity. We will leave posterity a sizeable 
debt. May we not provide at least one means of furnising 
a revenue for those who come after us? In 1908 I was chair- 
man of a committee that made an examination into this matter 
and the data then secured will furnish a basis for immediate 
work in this direction this year. If we take up this work early 
we will not only reap an earlier benefit, but we will set a worthy 
example for other municipalities on an issue that is sure later 
to confront the entire country. 


PARKS. 


Pittsfield now has reached a point where it ought to adopt 
a fixed policy in regard to the proper development of its parks. 
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We have at present а good start in park areas consisting of the 
Common, Burbank Park, Springside Park and quite a number 
of small plots like the one on South street, all of which if de- 
veloped, will make a reasonable park system. I recommend 
that this work be taken up Бу a non-salaried Park Commission 
as provided by chapter 28 of the Revised Laws. A Park Com- 
mission may be established by submitting the question to the 
people, on the official ballot at the next city election. I believe 
that a non-partisan Board of Park Commissioners will be able 
to interest people of means in our parks and thereby awaken 
a civic pride in this work that cannot be aroused if the matter 
is handled by the City Council as ap present. - 


» Сурзу MOTH. 


The dreaded gypsy moth has made its appearance in North 
Adams, Lenox and Great Barrington and it goes without chal- 
lenge that this is a matter that must be taken up at once by this 
city and every municipality in the county. Berkshire’s scenery 
of which its trees are an essential part; is the country’s greatest 
asset and any general destruction of the trees would be both a 
financial and sentimental loss. Pittsfield should at once prepare 
to overcome this trouble and as a preliminary move I have 
communicated with State Forester Rane, who will come here 
shortly and instruct our officials regarding the proper way to 
fight the moth. I expect to ask the selectmen of all the Berk- 
shire towns to meet Mr. Rane when he visits Pittsfield so that 
there may be concerted and intelligent action in exterminating 
a common enemy. 


ELM TREE BEETLE. 


It is imperative this year that an active campaign be carried 
on against the elm tree beetle and that the work begin early in 
the season. The only way to do this successfully and economi- 
cally is to use a power sprayer and the City Council should at 
once purchase such a machine. 
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SILVER LAKE. 


Last year, in my address, I advocated action that would 
result in establishing the bounds and beautifying the shores of 
Silver Lake. A committee was appointed to take up the mat- 
ter, but owing to the condition of the city’s finances and my 
belief that a city debt ought not to be created for the imporve- 
ment, I did not urge the matter. I am confident, however, that 
an arrangement can be made this year with the General Elec- 
tric Company, the Pittsfield Electric Company, and Gilbert 
West, who, with thé city, controls one-half of the lake shore 
whereby this half of the,plan can be put in legal shape and 
work begun on the east end. This year’s work ought not to 
cost much and would be laid out in such a way as to make it 
a part of a continuation of Parker street under the railroad 
and thence southerly to East street, which thoroughfare would 
take the place of Woodlawn avenue, which was discontinued 
for the benefit of the General Electric Company. These two 
great improvements should go hand in hand, although the ex- 
tension of Parker street under the railroad may have to be 
deferred a few years for financial reasons. 


First STREET BRIDGE. 


This year the city should make provision for the widening 
of First street where it crosses the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany railroad. Years ago the railroad built a 42-foot bridge 
across a three-rod street at that point, and it develops that the 
city has lost its title to strips of land on both sides of the bridge. 
The railroad company is by law compelled to maintain a 42- 
foot bridge here and proposes this year to build a new one. 
But the new bridge should be built the full width of the street, 
and the city should provide for the needed seven extra feet in 
width, together with the necessary land to make the full width 
of the proposed new bridge available. City Engineer Farnham, 
foreseeing this need and the fact that the city's new water 
mains must cross the railroad at this point, has caused the 
preliminary hearing relative to the widening of the street to 
be held.

ScHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The Onota street school building of twelve rooms will not 
be ready until the fall term opens. Delays in the work were 
unavoidable so far as the School Building Committee was con- 
cerned, but the committee can say with truth, that so far none 
but the very best work has been done and that the delays have 
not burdened the city with any extra cost. When completed 
this school house will be the most beautiful and substantial 
building of its kind in the city. 

The School Committee has recommended that the City 
Council make provision for a new twelve or sixteen-room 
school building in the Morningside section and also a six-room 
addition to the Briggs school, both to be built this year. This 
matter should be thoroughly investigated and the erection of 
one of the buildings deferred if possible. If both undertak- 
ings are carried through this year the cost will be from $120,- 
000 to $130,000. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the Fire Department has been re- 
organized and we have to-day the best disciplined, best organ- 
ized for practical work, and most economically managed Fire 
Department Pittsfield has ever had. Provision should be made 
for one additional permanent fireman this year. 


PoLicE DEPARTMENT. 


The present police force consists of twenty-eight men, and 
the chief of police is to recommend that the force be enlarged 
so as to be nearer the standard of one police officer to each 
1,000 population. In this connection I would say that District 
Attorney Callahan has suggested to me the necessity of the 
appointment of an Italian police officer. The district attorney 
says that the authorities encounter great difficulties in dealing 
with cases in which people of the Italian race are concerned, 
and that in other cities competent Italian police officers are a 
success. A new police patrol wagon is one of this year’s 
necessities. 
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Poor DEPARTMENT. 


The Poor Department closes an unusually satisfactory year. , 
While the money alloted to this department is slightly under 
that of the year before, it turned back into the treasury $500 
of unexpended funds at the close of the year and at the same 
time the department has met the just calls made upon it for 
aid. Collections from other cities and towns this year have kept 
up with the excellent record of this department in the past. 
The sum collected in 1911 amounts to $4,000.42. Almoner 
Shaw also collected $410.91 for the Board of Health during 
1911. | 


VAULT FOR RECORDS. 


It will be necessary for the city in order to meet the de- 
mands of the law to provide more vauk room for the pro- 
tection of the city's records against fire. This matter should 
receive the attention of the City Council this year. 


STREET PAVING. 


Pittsfield has reached the point where its fixed policy should 
be to extend its paved streets every year. Last year Allen, 
School and a portion of Fenn street were paved as a beginning. 
This year, a part of Columbus avenue should be similarly 
treated and also the area on Woodlawn avenue in front of the 
gates of the General Electric plant. 


This last improvement 15 principally for the comfort and 
convenience of the hundreds of men and women, who, living 
in different parts of the city, are employed in the General Elec- 
tric shops, and have to wait for cars at that point. 


SIDEWALKS. 


A larger sum than was used in 1911 should be set aside for 
new sidewalks this year and also a reasonable amount for re- 
pairing old walks, many of which are practically worn out, 
should be provided.

I believe that money could be saved this year by determin- 
ing early in the season the number, length and quality of all 
proposed new walks and letting the entire work out by contract, 
awarding the same to the lowest responsible bidder. I recom- 
mend that this experiment be tried. 


PASSENGER STATION. 


I am assured that the special committee, appointed in 1910, 
to further the building of a new passenger station in this city, 
has not been idle, and a report on the project may be expected 
this year. - 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


[f possible suitable sums should be set aside this year to 
continue the surface drainage started on Elm street and the 
low spot оп South street near the junction of that thoroughfare 
and Cole avenue and for continuing the work : on the Spring 
street drain. 


WAHCONAH STREET. 


The double tracking, widening and improving of Wahconah 
street is a matter of importance for consideration this year. 
But it should be understood at the outset that the widening of 
this street will cost the city a larger sum outside of any finan- 
cial assistance that the street railway company may contribute. 
Before binding the city in this matter, a full investigation as to 
cost must be made. 


STREET RAILWAYS. 


Last year much time was spent in laying before the State 
Railroad Commissioners the character and the desirability of 
the extensions and improvements to which the city was entitled 
by virtue of the Berkshire Street Railway Act of 1910. An 
earnest effort was made also to get improved service on the 
West Pittsfield-Pontoosuc Lake line which was a success in 
part. This year we should work earnestly to obtain still 
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further improvement of the service оп this line so that it will 
be as satisfactory as is the operation of the Dalton line. 


FINALLY. 


I have purposely confined my remarks to the essentials of 
City Government, deeming it unwise to venture into new fields 
of endeavor until we are assured that we can go there with 
safety to the city’s credit. Ample provisions should be made 
to keep in good condition our public buildings, streets, side- 
walks and public property of all description so that there may 
be no waste in.that direction, after which we may take up the 
more pressing needs of the community. А conservative but 
not a parsimonious policy will best meet the approval of the 
people who have the highest interest of the city at heart and 
which contingent I am glad to believe comprises the great 
majority of our citizens.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In closing this report I beg leave to submit two or three recom- 
mendations. The City Council should take up the matter of ad- 
tional voting facilities in ward 2. In this ward both precincts have 
in the past voted in one room located in the Casey & Bacon block in 
Fourth street. The rapid growth of the ward has now made this 
system impracticable and I would recommend that another room be 
secured, thereby dividing the voting places, or that the city acquire 
some suitable place for a voting room.- The present cost of renting 
a room for this purpose is prohibitive; the sum paid for this purpose 
each year would pay the interest on almost enough to build a voting 
booth and there is no prospect that the cost of rental will ever be 
less. À payment of $150 or more for the rental of one room for elec- 
tion purposes adds materially to the cost of conducting the primaries 
and elections. 


To facilitate the conduct of elections wards 3 and 5 should be 
divided this year and the City Council should consider the purchase 
of voting machines. At least three machines will be necessary for 
each voting place and while the initial cost will be large their in- 
stallation would be of material assistance not only to this depart- 
ment but to the voters at large. 


As I contemplate resigning office shortly I can approach my last 
recommendation without feeling that I am open to criticism for open- 
ing the subject. The salary of the city clerk of Pittsfield is $1,300 a 
year; a smaller sum than many cities of the State no larger than ours 
pay their clerks. The office of the city clerk is of great importance 
to the city and the duties incumbent on the clerk are multitudinous. 
Year after year his duties are enlarged and each succeeding Legislature 
saddles more duties for which the clerk receives no added compensa- 
tion. In a city the size of Pittsfield the clerk is required to give all 
of his time to his office and $1,300 is not sufficient compensation. 
I would recommend that the salary be increased to at least $1,500 a 
year, or else that the clerk be allowed to retain the portion of the dog 
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fees allowed him by statute but which are now turned into the city 
treasury. This sum amounts to a little over $200 а year and although 
the law says this sum shall be retained by the clerks it has been the 
custom in this city to pay the fees into the treasury. Pittsfield is the 
one city in the State which does not retain its clerks for any length 
of time; seven of them have resigned after short terms. Frequent 
changes in the administration of the department are not to the ad- 
vantage of the city and a salary in keeping with the increase of busi- 
ness in this department might tend to keep an efficient official in office.

REPORT OF SERVICE OF THE MAYOR'S 
WARRANT. 


The number of dogs returned by the assessors was one 
thousand fifty-four. The number of males was nine hundred 
and sixty, females ninety-four, making a total of one thousand 
fifty-four. Of this number, eighty-nine had nodogs; eighteen 
left city; dogs shot by the police, ninety-six ; dead, thirty. 

Whole number paid to Feb. 5, 1912, onethousand eighty- 
six. Nine hundred ninety-eight males and eighty-eight 
females. Of this number, four hundred and twenty is col- 
lected by Officer Hogan. In addition to this number, two 
hundred and sixty-five dogs ‘not returned were found by 
Officer Hogan. 


REMARKS. 


In closing this report I beg leave to call the attention of 
the honorable City Council to the imperative need of more 
men in this department. The ‘rearrangement of the street 
railway lines at the corner of North and West streets have re- 
sulted in creating a dangerous district not only to pedestrians 
but to drivers who have occasion to use the highways at this 
point. It has seemed to be advisable to station an officer in 
the street opposite the park to regulate and direct traffic in 
order that the danger mav be minimized. 

The congested condition of the streets at the corner of 
North street and Columbus avenue and at Eagle street is a 
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just cause for cemp'aint and it may be necessary during the 
summer months to station an officer there for similar duty. 
For this reason I cannot urge too strongly the appointment of 
additional patrolmen; the department is handicapped by the 
number we now have to work with and at least four more are 
necessary to give the citizens and tax payers the police service 
to which they are entitled. At least one more patrolman 
should be on North street during the day but with the present: 
force it is impossible to shorten tne present posts and detail 
another man for this service. The constant calls for police 
service in other sections of the city now tax the department 
to its utmost and many of the posts are now too long. 

During the year just closed a change was made in the de- 
partment bv promoting Patrolman John Hudner to be sergeant 
and creating the office of inspector to which Sergeant Flynn 
was appointed. "These officers are detailed for duty in civilian 
clothes and the faithful work they have performed entitled 
them to commendation. 

At his own request Patrolman William H. Tobin was re- 
tired from active duty after 27 years of service and placed 
on the pension roll because of phvsical incapacity. Mr. 
Tobin is the second officer to take advantage of the police 
pension law. During the previous year Patrolman Charles W. 
Thompson had been retired after nearly 83 years of service. 
He died last Mav, leaving but one officer on the retired list. 

I again at this time recommend the purchase of a suitable 
automobile for the use of the department in responding to calls 
from the outskirts of the city. The thickly settled portion of 
the city is constantly growing in area and the need of a motor 
propelled vehicle is growing more and more apparent. At all 
events a new patrol wagon is now an absolute necessity ; the 
present wagon is dilapidated and unsuitable. И has been 
patched and repaired as much as possible but it has outlived 
its usefulness and must soon be replaced by a new one. 


I must reiterate my recommendation of last year relative 
to new quarters for this department. The present police 
building is small, the cell rooms are inadequate and unsanitary 
and the quarters for the patrolmen are not sufficiently large. 
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It has been outgrown by the needs of the police department 
and is now unsuitable in many respects. 

Before bringing this report to a close I desire to express 
my appreciation to the officers and men of this department 
for the work they have done during the past year. Their co- 
operation has been a source of gratification and while no 
special thanks are due a body of men for doing their duty, I 
am pleased to speak of them in a spirit of hearty com- 
mendation. 

To Dr. Wilfred A. Millet who has been city physician 
and police surgeon for several years are due the grateful 
thanks of our department and in leaving the city’s service he 
may rest assured that his many acts of kindness and thought- 
fulness will not be soon forgotten. 

The position of police matron is a trying one but Mrs. 
Sarah М. Dean паз added one more year of faithful service in 
this capacity. 

It is again my privilege to thank the Mayor, the Board of 
Aldermen, the Judges and Clerk of the District Court of 
Central Berkshire and the Probation Officer for their valuable 
assistance during the year 1911.

GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the 
Pittsfield Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 
1911. 


The department has responded to 144 alarms during ше 
year, of which 86 were box alarms, 101 telephone calls and d 
verbal calls, 5 of the box alarms being false. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of one second- 
class Metropolitan engine, rated capacity 900 gallons per min- 
ute; one third-class Silsby engine, rated capacity 700 gallons 
per minute; two fourth-class Clapp & Jones engines, rated 
capacity 450 gallons per minute; three combination chemical 
and hose wagons; one city service hook and ladder truck; one 
small hook and ladder truck; two.exercise wagons; two exer- 
cise sleighs; one ladder sleigh; one line wagon; one chief's 
buggy ; one chief's sleigh; one hand engine; two hose carts; 
one Pope-Hartford combination chemical and hose automo- 
bile. Apparatus distributed as follows :— 
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Central Station:—One Metropolitan engine; опе Silsby 
engine; one Clapp & Jones engine; two hook and ladder 
trucks; one combination chemical and hose wagon; one auto- 
mobile combination chemical and hose; one chief's buggy ; one 
chief’s sleigh; one exercise wagon; one exercise sleigh; one 
hook and ladder sleigh. 


Morningside Station:—Two combination chemical and 
hose wagons; one Clapp & Jones engine; one exercise wagon; 
one exercise sleigh; one line wagon. 


West Pittsfield Volunteer Department :—One hand engine; 
two hand hose carts; 1,000 feet of hose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that a motor tractor be placed on the 
hook and ladder truck, with motor power enough to draw a 
larger truck, when the time comes to place one in commission. 
The wheels on this truck are in very bad condition. 


I would recommend the purchase of a chief’s motor, as it 
is impossible for me with a horse, to make time with the motor 
now in commission. What might be disastrous, expensive and 
often fatal fires, are taken in the incipient stage, in other 
words, the motor apparatus is a fire preventer to a very large 
degree. Quick service is the aim of all fire departments, and 
there is no comparison between the motor and the horse. 1 
earnestly hope that this feature in my recommendations will 
receive the heartiest support. 


I would recommend the purchase of a wagon pipe, this 
style of pipe is very essential in fire departments, to fight large 
fires, and requires only one man to control it, where the old 
way will take from six to eight men. 


I would recommend that the small Clapp & Jones engine 
now stationed at the Morningside station and not in use, be 
placed at West Pittsfield and an engineer and stoker be ap- 
pointed to have charge of engine. Engineer and stoker to be 
paid a stated sum per year.

I would recommend that the exercise wagon at the Morn- 
ingside station be painted and a new set of wheels be fur- 
nished, wheels in very bad condition. Exercise wagon at Cen- 
tral station should be painted. 

I would recommend that 1,000 feet of fire hose be pur- 
chased, to partially replace condemned hose. 

I would recommend the appointment, as soon as possible, 
of an expert mechanician to have charge of motor apparatus. 

Although my recommendations are but few in number, they 
are very essential, and it 1s hoped that careful consideration 
will be given them. i

To His Honor, the Mayor and the Honorable City Council — 


In compliance with the ordinances of the City the Board 
respectfully present herewith a report of this department for 
the year 1911. Many valuable and important public improve- 
ments have been accomplished, most notable of which are the 
new East Trunk sewer, the Elm Street bridge, and the paving 
of Allen, Fenn and School streets. Many other needed im- 
provements have been completed, a detailed report of which 
will be found further along in this report. 


. WATER WORKS. 


The water question as usual with the city for a number of 
years has been the paramount issue. At all times during the 
year a generous supply of good water has been furnished our 
citizens, made possible by pumping from Onota Lake. This is 
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of course expensive, but no other means was available. Both 
of the pumps at Onota Lake have been operated almost con- 
tinuously during the season to October 22nd. Owing to the 
construction of the Farnham Dam no water was taken from 
Mill Brook subsequent to April 20th. The great number of 
men employed on the work, with the danger of pollution, 
caused the State Board of Health to issue an order discon- 
tinuing the use of water from that source until the work 15 
completed. The amount of water coming into the city as 
shown by the meters on the mains is excessive, showing a per 
capita consumption of about 110 gallons. We have had the most 
rigid house to house inspection made with we must confess no 
gratifying results. In this connection we again urge our 
recommendation of the last few years for the installation of 
meters. This with a revision of the metered water rates will 
bring about the only effectual solution of the waste problem.

During the fall months the northerly tributaries of Sackett 
Brook were diverted between the old and new dams so that all 
the water is caught in the new reservoir. The water is con- 
ducted to the new dam by means of an Akron pipe. This pipe 
is of twelve inches at the upper end and at the lower section 
is fifteen inches in diameter. Small concrete intakes paved 
with stone have been built and an old culvert across the high- 
way reconstructed. This adds quite a supply to the reservoir. 
The pipe from this reservoir to the Ashley mains laid in 1875 
is too small being but ten inches in diameter. It should be re- 


placed by a larger main. 
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ADDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY. 


This matter will no doubt be reported to your Honorable 
Bodies in detail by the Water Committee who have it in charge. 
We will but make mention of the new mains which have been 
laid to the several sources of supply. The extensions are from 
the mountain road just east of the Washington-Lenox-town 
line across private land to the New Lenox Road and along that 
road to Sackett Brook, consisting of eighteen inch cast iron pipe. 
From Sackett pumping station across private land to the New 
Lenox Road at Sackett Brook and thence along the New Lenox 
Road to William Street ; thence on William Street to Holmes 
Road, consisting of twenty-four inch cast iron pipe. Holmes 
Road from William Street to Elm Street, consisting of twenty 
inch cast iron pipe. These new large mains were connected 
with the present line at intervals. А twenty inch pipe is to be 
extended from the twenty-four inch pipe at the corner of 
Holmes Road and William Street through William Street and 
into the city during the coming year, and in addition the 
twenty-four inch main is to be extended from Sackett pump- 
ing station to Lower Ashley Dam. The sizes and lengths of 


pipe laid were as follows: 


18 inch pipe, i 14,319 feet. 
20 inch pipe, 2,820 feet. 


24 inch pipe, 10,496 feet.

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FINANCES. 


A statement of the water works finances for 1911 follows. 
Information in more detail may be had by consulting the re- 
ports of the Auditor, Tax Collector and Treasurer. Our 
recommendation of last year that the excess receipts of the 
water works be applied to the water debt is reiterated at this 
time. This is where the revenue rightfully belongs. We again 
recommend a payment for hydrant rental. It is not possible 
to show just what the department 1$ earning unless every item 


which is a source of revenue to the department is shown.

The above shows an expenditure above the receipts of the 
department. This is explained by the fact that $500,000 of 


new water bonds were issued this year. The premium on the 
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bonds of $28,000 was added to the usual payment оп debt of 
$20,000. The receipts show a very healthy growth. over last 
year, being an increase of $6,662.67. ‘The increase in the cost 
of maintenance was caused by the almost contiual pumping 
during the summer at Onota Lake. This work, including engi- 
neers, watchmen, cost of electric power, etc., amounts to about 
$2,500 per month. 


WATER ANALYSIS. 


On the next page is shown the analysis of the city water 
from all of our sources of supply. The analysis is made by 
the State Board of Health and is usually made from samples 
taken at least four times in the year. The following analysis

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HIGHWAYS. 


The small amount of money placed at our disposal for the 
Highway Department allows barely the necessary repairs of 
streets with no possible chance for any work of a permanent 
nature. With the advent of the automobile and especially the 
commercial types, our roads are receiving a use for which 
they were never built or designed. Оп residential streets the 
work of putting in some sort of asphalt, macadam or some 
other sufficiently hard roadway should be extended each year. 
The old gravel road will not stand the traffic. Beside the cost 
of gravel is becoming prohibitive owing to its distant location 
from the city. Our highways are one of the most important 
departments in the city and a sufficient sum should be appro- 
priated each year to make all necessary repairs with some 
systematic portion of permanent work beside. 


ELM STREET GRADING. 


The construction of a new bridge on Elm street made 
necessary by the crossing of the same by street cars, and the 
determination of the City Council to make the bridge the full 
width of the street necessitated the grading and relocating of 
the bounds of this street. The City Council voted to do the 
work under the act providing for the assessment of better- 
ments. The street was laid out for a width varying from 66 
to 70 feet, entailing the taking of land from some abutters. 
The delay of the street railway in changing the location of its 
tracks prevented the finishing of the roadway this fall. А 
cement concrete sidewulk was laid from East street to High 
street on the westerly side of the street and a section was also 
built on the east side. The gutter was paved, new curbing 
built, catch-basins were put in, and the surface water drains 
changed to single lines running down the banks and discharg- 
ing close to the west walls of the new bridge. The street when 
finished will be a marked improvement, being as it is the main 
artery to a rapidly growing residential section. 
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ELM STREET DRAIN. 


Considerable trouble was experienced on Elm street at the 
intersection of the new streets established on the Pollock prop- 
erty, so-called, by surface water lodging on the street. There 
was no means for the water to flow off and at times con- 
ditions were very bad. A drain was built connecting with the 
Newell street drain and four catch-basins built. This extra 
amount of water.may overburden the Newell street drain but 
this will be eliminated as soon as a drain contemplated is 
built from this point to Holmes Road. 


SPRING STREET DRAIN. 


The City Council made an appropriation of $5,000 for 
studies and plans of this most important piece of work in 
order that a definite line and grade might be determined should 
any particular section of the work be built. This was done 
and after the plan had been decided upon as the most desir- 
able the balance remaining in the appropriation was expended 
in making a beginning. A 42 inch circular concrete conduit 
was constructed from Silver Lake to the brook which crosses 
Fourth street just south of Lincoln street. The brook was 
turned into the new conduit. Waivers of damage were secured 
from riparian owners along the brook on account of the diver- 
sion of the waters from their land. This work should be 
pushed to completion during the coming year as far north as 
Pine street. The work has been a much mooted question for 
a number of years and while we realize that the cost will be 
great the corresponding benefit to property owners along the 
line will be commensurate with the amount expended. . 


SURFACE DRAINS. 


The total length of surface drains laid during the year was 
1,222 feet distributed in detail as follows: |

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CHURCHILL STREET REPAIRS. 


The work of putting in stone road on this street was con- 
tinued this year. A considerable section was built last year 
and if this is continued the road will soon be in good shape. 
The city was greatly aided in the work by the co-operation 
and public spirit of Mr. John A. Spoor, who contributed and 
drew the stone which entered into the work to the roadside 
with his own teams. A piece of roadway about 500 feet in 
length was excavated to a depth of about fifteen inches and 
filled in with field stone. This in turn was covered with a 
good coating of gravel. This makes an ideal road in soil like 
that on this street and is of inestimable benefit to the farmers 
who have to draw their products to market over this thorough- 
fare. 


ErM STREET BRIDGE. 


The building of the Berkshire Street Railway extension 
through Elm Street necessitated the construction of a new 
bridge across the river to replace the old bridge which was not 
strong enough to carry street car traffic. Bids were called for 
and the contract awarded to Geo. W. VanVranken, of Schenec- 
tady, N.Y., at $18,718.18, which protected the city against pos- 
sible suit for alleged patent rights. Work was started in April 
and the bridge completed Oct. 9th. The bridge is a reinforced 
concrete arch with concrete parapet walls as guard rails. The 
bridge is 6115 feet in width, 60 feet in length, and provides 
for a roadway either side of the railway track of 19 feet with 
two seven-foot walks. Owing to the lateness of the season 
and the probable settlement of the filled earth which will 
occur during the winter, the cement.curbs and walks will not 
be laid until 1912. This will require an appropriation of 
about $300 next year which will be deducted from the final 
payment to the contractor. During the excavation for abut- 
ments parts.of the foundations of three bridges previously 
built were removed, including heavy wood timbers twenty-five 
feet long, two feet square and dowelled together to make a 
Ícur-foot block which must have been the sills laid by Deacon 
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Crofut in 1754 at this site of the first town bridge. Steel 
beams enveloped in concrete were placed through the bridge 
to carry gas, electric light and telephone wires, and also for 
city water pipes. The respective share of the cost of this 
work was paid by each of these corporations. The Berkshire 
Street Railway will bear their share of the cost of the bridge 
as provided by law.

Егм BEETLE WORK. 


The presence of this pest was discovered late in the spring 
and the State Board of Forestry was consulted in the matter. 
State Forester Rane visited the city and went about ш all sec- 
tions with our tree warden. He pointed out the worst sections 
and advised the Board as to the proper course to pursue. A 
force of men was engaged in spraying the trees infected and 
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in all about 1,600 trees were sprayed. The work was con- 
tinued until about the latter part of July, when no real benefit 
would be obtained by continuing the work. This should be 
taken up early the coming year and adequate apparatus pro- 
vided to do the work quickly. The gypsy moth has been dis- 
covered in the towns to the south of the city. The trees of 
Pittsfield have long been the city’s pride and every effort 
should be made to preserve them. 


GRADING AT MUNICIPAL BUILDING. 


The grounds about the Municipal building at the corner of 
Dunham and Allen streets was graded and lawns made, as 
was the piece of ground lying north of the Central fire station 
and owned by the city. The cost of both pieces of work was 
about $192. 


Crry SCALES, 


The old scales at the police station which had been in use 
for a number of years had outlived their usefulness and were 
replaced this year. The capacity of the old scales was six 
tons. A new standard Fairbanks scales was installed of twelve 
tons capacity. These will accommodate the motor vehicles 
which are being used largely for trucking purposes. 


REDFIELD PARK. 


This sightly piece of land which was partly acquired last 
year by the purchase of the Huntress property was graded this 
year with systematic regard as to the future uses of the land 
for park purposes. The plot could be beautified greatly by the 
planting of hardy shrubs and plants, the laying of concrete 
walks, and the installation of a fountain. Е 


SPRINGSIDE PARK. 


Springside Park has been greatly patronized the past year. 
The natural lake with its clear spring water and shallow depth 
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has made an ideal swimming pool. The playground commit:ee 
have had competent instructors on hand most every day to 
teach the children. The accommodations at the park are 
sadly inadequate and the Board recommend the coming year 
proper buildings as bath houses for both boys and girls. 


ALLEN, FENN AND SCHOOL STREET PAVING. 


The City Council early in the year directed the paving of 
these three streets. The preliminary work for the most part 
lad been done the year previous. Some adjustment of curbs 
and the building of new walks and curb were all that was 
necessary this year. The matter was referred to a committee 
on street paving, consisting of the Mayor, the Board of Public 
Works, Aldermen Traver and Kel'ogg and Councilmen Dodge 
and Jacob. Bids were asked and the contract was awarded to 
Daniel J. Walsh, of Pittsfield, at $2.58 per square yard for 
Mack brick. А concrete foundation with sand cushion was 
laid six inches deep. On this was laid the brick which are 
four inches in depth and 11% inches long. The joints were 
filled with cement grout excepting at the gutter where the 
longitudinal joints for about fourteen inches were filled with 
hot pitch. А tranverse pitch joint three-fourths of inch wide 
was also poured at intervals of about fifty feet. Work was 
begun the first part of May and the pavement was suitable for 
travel on July 4th. The city has bond from the contractor for 
the maintenance of the pavement during a term of five years.

STREET SWEEPING. 


This part of the department work was conducted along the 
same lines as last year. ТЪе squeegee machine used on the 
pavements has given the best of satisfaction and works equally 
well on the brick pavement laid this year as on the asphalt 
streets. It is the purpose of the department to sweep the 
streets early Sunday morning to have a clean street for that 
day. We are greatly annoyed by the practice of some mer- 
chants who sweep their stores late on Saturday evening on to 
the walk, letting it remain there. If they would sweep the 
refuse from the walk to the street it would all be taken up 
when we sweep on Sunday morning. This is what really 
causes complaints, for although the street itself may be clean 
and well watered, the refuse which rises in clouds of dust from 
the walks gives people the impression that the pavements have 
hot been swept. Some ordinance or regulation should be 
framed by the City Council which would remedy this evil. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


Frequent rains during the summer have helped greatly in 
solving the street sprinkling problem which is attaining large 
proportions owing to the great number of streets being laid 
out and the additional territory to sprinkle. Bids were asked 
for early in the year and the contract awarded to O. T. Bene- 
dict, he being the lowest bidder for the work. His contract 
price was $730 per month from April 15 to November 1st. 
Owing to the continued fine weather this year we were com- 
pelled to sprinkle later than is usual. The use of road oils 
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and calcium chloride has been continued this year with pleas- 
ing results. It is a question whether it would not be better to 
do all the city sprinklmg in this manner, attaining better results 
and saving a large amount of the city water which could be 
used for domestic purposes. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The streets of the city have been lighted as usual by the 
Pittsfield Electric Company under contract. There are at 
present in use 983 incandescent lights, 120 ordinary arcs and 
22 flaming arc lamps. The service on the whole has been very 
satisfactory, little if any complaint having been heard during 
the year. 


Crry STABLES. 


Eight horses for use by the foremen and superintendents 
have been kept here during the year. All are in fine shape 
and we have suffered no losses for the year. The stables are 
a valuable asset for the city. 


New SEWERs.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The disposal of sewage has assumed such proportions as 
the city has grown as to make additional facilities for caring 
for the sewage imperative. The storage capacity of the reser- 
voirs should be increased and additional beds should be laid 
out at the fi'ter fields. The old pump which has been in ser- 
vice since 1902, has seen its best days, is badly worn and should 
be replaced with a new and larger one. The disposal of the 
sludge at the beds is also a vexing problem. We have been 
able in the past to dispose of it to the farmers in the locality 
but the restrictions to its use for land in which potable vege- 
tables only may be grown by the State Board of Health, makes 
it hard to get rid of. The only solution seems to be an incin- 
erator to burn the materials. Plans for the enlargement of 
the whole plant should be taken up at the earliest moment. 


New East TRUNK SEWER. 


The old trunk sewer which carried the flow from the entire 
east side of the city and which was constructed in 1892 had 
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become зо congested as to compel the construction of another 
line of trunk sewer. This was done this year and the new 
trunk extends from the brick sewer on Elm street through 
Root Place beside the old 20 inch sewer, then diverges from 
the old sewer at the end of Root Place to the river; thence 
crossing the river and meadow to Hathaway street and then 
northeasterly and crossing the river again to the westerly part 
of land of the General Electric Company; thence to East 
street and across the street and yards of the company, the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company to Kellogg street; thence 
along Kellogg street to Woodlawn avenue and northerly on 
Woodlawn avenue to Tyler street. 


The sewer on East street near the west side of the General 
Electric Company and the sewer on Kellogg street were di- 
verted into the new trunk thereby taking all the sewage from 
the electric works and also from the extreme northeast section 
of the city. The General Electric Company were promised 
that the two big buildings which they were erecting should be 
provided for before the end of 1911 and this has been done. 
This new sewer will drain 481 acres of residential and 65 acres 
of manufacturing real estate. 


The bids for the work were opened July 19, 1911, and the 
contract awarded to Daniel A. Dorey, of Natick, Mass., the 
lowest bidder. The contract was signed July 26 and the work 
started August 9, 1911. The work was to be completed by the 
terms of the contract on or before October 15, 1911. The 
progress of the work made it evident to the Board that this 
would not be accomplished and on October Tth, the contractor ` 
was ordered to discontinue work between East street and Kel- 
logg street, and between the lower river crossing and Elm 
street. These sections were built by George W. VanVranken., 
cf Schenectady, N. Y., and the balance completed by Mr. 
Dorey. 


CARE Зсноог, BUILDINGS. 


This department has had the care of school buildings and 
grounds during the year. A number of important improve- 
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ments have been made. А fire-escape was erected at the 
Tucker school at a cost of $500, the work being done by the 
Pittsheld Iron Works. The Pontoosuc school has been 
plumbed and connected with the sewer and electric lights in- 
stalled in the basements. New furnaces have been installed 
at the Stearnsville school. New desks and blackboards have 
been put in at the High school. The lunch room at the High 
school has been greatly enlarged and improved. To care for 
so many large buildings as we have, keeping roofs in repair, 
and the other numerous pieces of work that come up during 
the year is quite a problem. The Board has been fortunate 
in retaining the services of Mr. J. Fred Strong, who has acted 
as a carpenter for the city. While not engaged in school work 
his time has been given to the other. departments. Не is a 
highly competent workman, honest and conscientious and has 
rendered to the city consistent and faithful service. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Board respectfully recommend the following: The 
completion of the Spring street drain, surface drainage on Elm 
street near Holmes Road, Melville and Adam street surface 
drainage, resurfacing the macadam Wahconah street, paving 
on Columbus avenue, Renne avenue, and Melville street; ad- 
ditional appropriation for highways, appropriation for estab- 
lishing lines of old streets, gasolene pump and apparataus for 
spraying trees (preferably two), portable asphalt mixing plant 
for repairs on pavements, combined store, yard and building 
along the railroad, improvements for sewage disposal, installa- 
tion of water meters and the revision of water rates for 
metered water, the adoption of an ordinance regulating the 
sweeping of refuse on to the sidewalks of the city. Generous 
appropriations should also be made for building sidewalks. The 
Board also recommend that your Honorable Bodies petition 
the Massachusetts Highway Commission to extend the State 
highway over Potter mountain and to complete the section of 
State highway between Richmond and Pittsfield. 
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In conclusion and upon this, the eve of our relinquishing 
the duties of this department, it is with pardonable pride that 
we review the achievements of our stewardship. Mistakec 
there have been and will always be in a department of this 
magnitude, but on the whole the city has received its full value 
for the moneys expended. To the employees of the depart- 
ments who have served under us we extend our cordial ap- 
probation and thanks for the loyal service rendered, and to 
His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council our 
sincere appreciation for many valuable and important sugges- 
tions tendered us during the year.

I respectfully submit a report of my work for the year 
1911. 


LITIGATION COMPLETED. 


The case of the American Sewage Disposal Company vs. 
The City of Pittsfield, which has been pending for many years 
in the United States Circuit Court at Boston, has been dis- 
missed. 

The case of The City of Pittsfield vs. The Ambursen Hy- 
draulic Construction Company has been settled by the pay- 
ment to the city of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), the amount 
of damages claimed. | 


SUITS PENDING. 


Е. P. Halpin vs. The City of Pittsfield—pending in the 
Superior Court for Berkshire County; entered September 1, 
1911. Action of Tort. Damages claimed by reason of surface 
water flowing into the plaintiff’s cellar at the corner of Har- 
vard street and Dalton road in February and March, 1910. It 
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is alleged that the water followed the line of a water pipe that 
had just been installed from the water main to the plaintiff's 
house. 


Mary J. McMahon vs. The City of Pittsfield—pending in 
the Superior Court for Berkshire County; entered April 25, 
1911. Bill in Equity to reform a deed. This case had been 
settled by the purchase of additional land from the plaintiff 
by the City, paying therefor seven hundred and seventy-five 
dollars ($775). 


H. H. Ballard vs. The City of Pittsfield—pending in the 
Superior Court for Berkshire County; entered the first Mon- 
day in October, 1911. Action of Contract to recover damages 
to the plaintiff’s real estate on east side of South street, alleged 
to be caused by the widening of South street on Redfield Hill. 


Daniel A. Dorey vs. The City of Pittsfield—pending in the 
Superior Court for Middlesex County, East Cambridge; en- 
tered December 1, 1911.

Dam- 
ages for trespass and the destruction of the crops, outside of 
the location, and all damages caused to land by temporary 
rights of way used by the contractor are not claims against the 
City, but should be paid by the contractor СВЕТЕ ироп 
the property. 
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LEGISLATION. 


The following legislation, in which the City of Pittsfield is 
interested, was enacted in 1911, and the various Acts are to 
be found in the Acts and Resolves for the year 1911, as fol- 
lows: 


Chapter 182. An Act to authorize the City of Pittsfield to 
incur additional indebtedness for sewerage purposes. 


Chapter 407. An Act to authorize the City of Pittsfield to 


take, as an emergency supply, the waters of Roaring Brook and 
Onota Lake. 


Chapter 476. An Act to authorize the City of Pittsfield to 
incur indebtedness, not to exceed $700,000, for the improve- 
ment of its water works. 


Chapter 580. An Act to authorize the City of Pittsfield to 
take land or easements for water mains for the purpose of con- 
ducting water from the Farnham Reservoir, so-called, in 
Washington, to the City of Pittsfield. 


Chapter 732. Ап Act to revise the charter of the City of 
Pittsfield. 


I did not participate in the preparation of this last named 
Act, nor did I partake in the efforts for or against the enact- 
ment thereof. In this I was amply compensated later by a 
vast amount of work required to repair damages. 


There is now pending in the Legislature various matters 
which I have undertaken before various committees this year. 
They are as follows: 


House Bill No. 168, being an Act relative to the terms of 
office and salaries of officers elected oy the City Council of the 
City of Pittsfield. 


House Bill No. 604, being an Act to provide for the pay- 
ment of subsidies to cities or towns for the care of cases of 
tuberculosis. 
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Нсизе Bill No. 605, being an Act relative to the establish- 
ment of tuberculosis hospitals by cities and towns. 


STREET RAILWAY MATTERS. 


An order has been made by the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners directing the Berkshire Street Railway to make cer- 
tain extensions as petitioned for by the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Pittsfield under the provisions of 
chapter 601 of the Acts of the year 1910. 


This order, however, contemplates an agreement between 
the City and the company in relation to locations and work, 
and if there be disagreement, then the aid of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners must again be sought to compel the 
railroad company to do the work required for a proper location 
of the tracks on the various highways named in the order. 

I have filed an order for the removal of the tracks on Park 
Place on the north side of the Park. If the Board of Aldermen 
so determine, I am sure that the State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners will sustain the Board of Aldermen, and it 1$ pos- 
sible to secure the removal of these tracks if it be decided that 
public convenience and necessity require this action. 

The work undertaken by City Clerk Daniels for the index- 
ing and filing of all public documents giving any rights what- 
soever to the City of Pittsfield or affecting titles to real estate, 
is greatly to be commended and this work should be continued. 

I desire to express my keen apprecition of the assistance 
given to me in my work by all of the city officials. The Com- 
mittee on Water Supply deserves commendation for the valu- 
able work it has done for the City, and I am personally in- 
debted to Mr. William H. Swift, its Chairman, for valuable 
advice and assistance in many perplexing legal questions in- 
volved in the water extension.

Го his Honor, the Mayor and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :— 


In compliance with the Ordinance, I herewith present my 
. annual report of the year ending December 31st, 1911. 


Both the Fire and Police Signal Systems are in good 
working order. 


Some important changes were made during the past year 
onthe No. land No. 2 circuits. All the boxes оп theold No. 1 
circuit have been put on the other five circuits as follows:— 
Box 41 on circuit No. 1. Box 28 on circuit No. 2 Box 27 on 
circuit No. 1. Box 35 on circuit No. 3. Box 42 on circuit No. 
4. Box 48 oncircuit No. 3. 


The No. 2 circuit which comprised 23 alarm boxes and 
about 16 miles of wire has been divided into the No. 1 and 
No. 2 circuits. To make this change it required 7000 feet of 
underground wire. This change is a great improvement to 
the system as more alarm boxes can be added on these circuits 
without interfering with the apparatus in the battery room. 


The only additions to the system during the past year 
were one fire alarm box on Lenox Avenue, and ` one iron 
standard for Box 41 on School Street. | 
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The apparatus and materials for the fire alarm system 
are :— 


1 large switchboard. 

1 small switchboard for grounds. 

200 storage batteries. 

1 Ammeter for testing resistance on lines. 

1 Automatic switch for lights. 

3 large indicators. 

1 small indicator. 

9 house call bells. 

20 salammoniac batteries for stall doors. 

1 automatic arrangement for lights and trap doors for 
sliding poles. 

1 stop clock attached to the alarm. 

40 miles of overhead wire. 

8 miles of underground wire. 

65 fire alarm boxes, five of which are private boxes. 

12 house bells in the homes of call firemen. 


The apparatus for Police Signal System :— 


14 signal boxes. 

1 switchboard. 

60 salammoniac batteries. 

2 miles of underground wire. 
10 miles overhead wire. 


My recommendations for the coming year are as follows : 
That the following cable be purchased—350 feet of 10 pair 
cable to take the place of the wires from the station tu the 
terminal box on the corner of North and School Streets. 


1000 feet of six pair cable fora terminal in Box 42 opposite 
Whelden’s Block on North Street. | 


575 feet of four pair cable to Box 98 as a terminal at the 
corner of South and West Streets. 


Two more miies of underground wire to make changes 
necessary: to more equally divide the other circuits and do 
away with three ог more mies of overhead wire thet is now 
running on poles with high voltage wires. 
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That the old fire alarm boxes which were installed with 
the system some thirty years ago be replaced with the modern 
boxes as the old boxes are not reliable. 


That all boxes connected with the underground be placed 
on iron standards in place of wooden posts as they make a 
better appearance and are more satisfactory. 


That the City Council make a separate appropriation for 
the Fire and Police Signal Svstem, as it will enable one to 
keep a more accurate account and avoid confusion. 


That the City Council make necessary changes in the 
Ordinance in order that I may employ a practical lineman to 
assist me in my work. For the past three months I have been 
without an assistant and it has delaved me in work that should 
be attended to. These systems need two men to keep them 
in proper condition.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Mayor and City Courcil of Pittsfield: 


The School Committee adopted as a basis for the year’s 
special effort, the carrying out, as far as possible, of the many 
‘excellent recommendations and suggestions contained in the 
last annual report of the superintendent. 


The most important things accomplished, are here very 
briefly stated, and we believe, make a most commendable record 
of progress. 


Re-organization at the High School, brought about by the 
resignation of William D. Goodwin, who has served the city 
in that capacity for the past seven years. Harry E. Pratt was 
chosen as his successor, and, the wisdom of that choice has 
already been demonstrated. The committee was also fortu- 
nate in being able to retain the services of Mr. Goodwin as 
assistant principal, and head of the Classical Department. 

Change of the entering age for first grade pupils to five and 
one-half years. 

Substitution of new text books for the old ragged books 
in use at the beginning of the year. 

Closing of the Sykes and Barkerville Schools. These pupils 
are now much better cared for at the Dawes and Stearnsville 
Schools. | 

Reduction of the elementary course from a nine grade to 
an eight grade system. 
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Revision of the course of study. 


Introduction of a card system of records, and of the method 
of accounting recommended by the State Board of Education. 


A revision of the rules and regulations. 


More sanitary methods of cleaning and caring for the 
school buildings. 


Introduction of medical inspection, providing for a careful 
physical examination of each pupil once each year, and fre- 
quent medical inspection by regularly appointed physicians. 


Partial introduction of special classes for backward pupils. 


Partial introduction of domestic science, through the cour- 
tesy of the Woman’s Home Association. 


Raising of the maximum salary for grade teachers from 
$16.00 to $17.00. 


A careful study of the problem of school congestion, result- , 
ing in a well-defined plan to provide the needed relief. This 
plan is now being considered by your honorable body. 


The six-room addition to the Briggs School already author- 
ized, and the disposal of the Read School building for High 
School purposes, will relieve the most pressing need for room ` 
at the beginning of the fall term. This, however, will not help 
conditions in the Morningside and southern section of the city. 
We realize that there must necessarily be considerab!e delay 
incident to arranging for a new school building, and for that 
reason, we earnestly urge your early attention to our recom- 
mendation, especially in the case of the Morningside section, 
where the requirement is imperative. In considering this mat- 
ter of providing sufficient school room, with relation to the 
future, it is interesting to know that the average membership 
in our schools during the fall of 1911, shows an increase of 
8 per cent. over the year 1910-11. In other words, the names 
of more than 400 new pupils, enough to fill a ten-room build- 
ing, have been added to our school rolls during a single year. 

While this has been a year of substantial progress, many 
opportunities for betterment still confront us, which should 
command early attention. These will be treated at length in 
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the report of the superintendent, and with two exceptions, will ` 
not be referred to here. Alterations and care of buildings, 
however, we consider require a special word. 


At the High School, some change is necessary to provide 
additional room for the administrative department, which is 
at present badly hampered. You are referred to the report of 
Principal Pratt in which this need is fully discussed. The 
largest, and one of the oldest grade buildings in the city, has 
no toilet facilities and practically no rest room for the teachers. 
This condition ought to be remedied. In respect to the school 
buildings a word of warning should be given. As a public we 
are proud of our school buildings, and very justly so. The 
matter of their up-keep 1$ a business requirement that should 
command constant care and attention, and unless soon given 
the attention it deserves some of these buildings will fail to 
merit a continuance of the public pride. А few cases will 
serve to illustrate the general need. In several instances out- 
side painting, puttying, and pointing is needed, and unless at- 
tended to will detract from the value of the buildings. Inside 
painting and tinting is needed in several of the buildings, and 
this condition is felt not only in appearance and cleanliness, 
but in respect to the light of the school rooms. There are 
several floors which are in bad condition, and these are a 
source of real danger, in that children are liable to pick 
splinters through the soles of badly worn shoes. 


This is intended simply as a statement of fact, not as a 
criticism of the present method of handling these matters, or 
an argument in favor of changing the control to the commit- 
tee. It is apparent that all these matters cannot be handled at 
once, but some effort should be made to take up these larger 
repairs in the order of the greatest need until the school plant 
is brought up to a higher value and efficiency than 1s the case 
at the present time. 


There has been added to the teachers' pension list, the name 
of Mary E. Enright, who very recently asked to be relieved 
from active duty. Miss Enright retires with an enviable record 
for long and satisfactory service. 


e 
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The end of the year marks the retirement from the com- 
mittee of Henry A. Francis, Francis Е. McSweeny, Earl С. 
Davis, and Francis P. Dougherty, all of whom have given to 
the city in this department, faithful and efficient service. 


A most agreeable and satisfying feature of the year’s work 
is the manner in which Superintendent Persons has demon- 
strated his especial fitness for the work in hand in our schools. 
\Ve commend to the careful reading of all citizens, his thought- 
ful and progressive analysis cf schcol needs here appended. 
With a committee and a teaching force working in cordial and 
hopeful accord, and a public eager to make possible well- 
planned and conservative progress, a very few years should 
find Pittsfield in the front rank of Massachusetts cities, in the 
important matter of properly caring for the educational needs 
of her children.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit my second an- 
nual report. Under separate topics the report considers the 
record of the past year, and projects for the future. The con- 
stant problems of a rapidly growing school system are sti!! 
before us. We find increasing expenditures, and insistent 
demands for more and larger buildings with each year. These 
are the penalties of growth. 


We are pleased to be able to report progress along the line 
of organization. An outline has been formulated to govern 
the general direction of our endeavors. Within this general 
outline it has been our policy to encourage the initiative of 
individual schools and teachers. Through the exercise of this 
plan many valuable pieces of investigation and experiment are 
being carried on in different schools, and the results become 
the common property of all. This has brought about a very 
gratifying spirit of enthusiasm and growth. Аз long as this 
policy is continued we shall continue to grow, and avoid the 
danger of the stagnation which is bound to follow any hard 
and fast system. 


It is a satisfaction to feel that the faithful work of our 
teachers has been recognized by an increase of salary. То 
obtain the quality of teaching we require the teachers merit a 
recompense commensurate with their service. When one con- 
siders the expense of professional preparation, the cost of liv- 
ing in this city, and the standard of living required of teachers 
the present salaries are still far from being excessive. 


Outside of the general topical discussions I wish to call 
attention to the statistical portions of this report, especially 
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those which show the rapid growth of the school attendance, 
and the comparative figures with the State as a whole. The 
special reports of the High School and the supervisors bring 
out the progress and problems of these departments and de- 
serve careful consideration.

The above summary of expenditures for the school year 
1910-11 gives an accurate estimate of the total cost, and the 
cost per pupil for that period. The table of average cost per 
pupil in Pittsheld is compiled with the exception of 1910-11. 
from the attendance statistics of the school year ending in 
June and the expenditures of the calendar year. This dis- 
crepancy in the time covered causes some inaccuracy for any 
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particular year, but serves as a basis of comparison with pre- 
ceding years. Beginning with 1910-11 a new table of costs 
will be commenced which will be accurate for purposes of com- 
parison, and for the analysis of any particular year. 


In the first table the expenditures are worked out on the 
percentage basis. Ап examination of this table shows that 
nearly three-fourths of the total cost of maintainance is ex- 
pended for the salaries of teachers. From this point of view 
all other expenses are contributory toward making this largest 
item of expense most effective. Proper care, heating and 
ventilating of the buildings are essential conditions to stimu- 
late the best effort of both teachers and pupils. Sufficient 
bcoks and supplies are necessary tools if the teachers are to 
be expected to produce the best results. Fortunately this 
general relation of the factors which enter into school expendi- 
tures has been recognized, and our schools have been conducted 
upon this principle. This mathematical statement of the ratio 
of expenditures serves to confirm the wisdom of this policy. 


In the tab!e of the average cost per pupil for the past few 
years there is a general increase both in this city and in the 
State average. This is due to a large extent to the widespread 
increase in salaries. This has a very marked influence upon 
the cost per pupil. An increase of one dollar per week in 
salary increases the cost per pupil per year about the same 
amount. The rate of increase for the State is considerably 
larger than for Pittsfield. This is because of the introduction 
of broader curriculums, especially in manual training, and 
larger increases in salaries than have taken place here. The 
actual difference between our cost per pupil and the State 
average has increased steadily from $1.33 in 1906-07 to $3.77 
in 1909-10.

EOUIPMENT. 


Two years ago we began a systematic endeavor to bring 
the equipment of our school up to a higher degree of efficiency 
through the replacement of badly worn books and maps and by 
supplying many texts where there was an actual deficiency in 
the necessary number to supply classes. This work has been 
accomplished in the grades. This year it is planned to make 
the same improvement in the High School. New apparatus 
has been purchased for the physical laboratory. This was 
purchased from the regular appropriation as the need arose, 
and without detriment to the other legitimate demands. Under 
ordinary circumstances the general equipment in respect to 
books and pupils' supplies will be in good average condition 
at the close of the next fiscal year. This will remove one of 
the great disadvantages under which the teachers and pupils 
have labored. There remains two other important items of 
equipment which should be taken up in the same systematic 
manner, and improved as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
Many of the composition blackboards are broken, and seri- 
ously hamper the class room work. These should be re-placed 
with slate blackboards. Many classes and some entire schools 
are equipped with old, and badly worn non-adjustable desks. 
Where these are unsuited to the pupils that occupy them they 
should be replaced as rapidly as possible. 


School telephones are now a pressing necessity. Urgent 
matters concerning which the principals and the superintendent 
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come into immediate communication arise almost daily. In 
instances of the illness and absence of teachers the need of 
telephones 15 felt most keenly. Parents frequently desire in- 
formation which it is impossible to secure without communi- 
cating with the school. These telephcnes could be maintained 
at a relatively small expense, and would contribute largely to 
the smooth running of the schools. Our more recent build- 
ings have been equipped with inter-communicating systems of 
telephones. No school needs this aid to administration more 
than a High School. Our High School building was not 
equipped with telephones. The need of this improvement is 
pointed out mostly clearly in the principal's report. 


The school buildings themselves require considerable at- 
tention. Even those of more recent construction require some 
exterior repairs to prevent more serious damage by rain and 
snow. There are а few buildings which require more or less 
extensive interior repairs and painting. Interior alteration on 
several instances would add largely to the comfort and con- 
venience of the schools. We should express our appreciation 
of the several improvements made during the past year. The 
installation of basement toilets in the Pontoosuc School was a 
much needed convenience, and has been of great benefit this 
winter. In two schools unused spaces have been made into 
serviceable recitation rooms for small classes. These rooms 
have been material aid in caring for the pupils. A careful 
survey of the buildings and a strong recommendation from 
this committee to the Board of Public Works is earnestly 
recommended. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The problem of relieving the congestion of the pupils in 
several districts has been worked out during the year and can 
be stated very definitely. Upon the completion of the Bartlett 
School, the Tucker and Mercer Schools can extend their dis- 
trict lines toward the east as far as is necessary to provide 
school facilities for the pupils. At the present time the Mercer 
Schcol has enrolled pupils living beyond the Rice School. 
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Children whose residences adjcin the Rice School grounds апа 
cthers living several blocks further to the east have been 
obliged for two years to pass the school of their district and 
travel to the Mercer School, and will continue to do so in in- 
creasing numbers until a building is provided somewhere east 
of the Rice School. This involves a considerable hardship 
upon small children during the winter months. 


High School pupils cannot be transferred here and there 
where there may be а few vacant seats. The present building 
was planned for five hundred and seventy-six pupils. The 
present enrollment is slightly less than seven hundred pupils. 
There will be a considerable increase to this number in the 
fall of 1912. It therefore is of first importance to proivde 
facilities for the High School. A careful study of the whole 
problem showed the possibility of avoiding for a time a new 
High School building. 


The Plunkett School has served as an overflow for several 
districts and particularly for the Briggs School. It was found 
that by buildirg an addition to the Briggs School, and making 
some changes in district lines, the Read School pupils might - 
be transferred to the Plunkett School. The Read School, 
would then, by re-seating and with some changes in the toilet 
facilities, be available for High School purposes. The merit 
and economy of this plan has been recognized, and preliminary 
arrangements are under way to have the addition to the 
Briggs School ready by September, 1912. 


The rapidly growing district in the southern part of the city 
will soon necessitate additional school facilities. The Redfield 
School is occupied to its maximum capacity. The one room 
ungraded school, on South Mountain Road, is too small to 
afford any relief. 


The need of new schools for the next few years in order of 
importance can be summarized as follows: An addition to 
the Briggs School ; a new building in the Morningside district, 
and a new building in the southern part of the city. 
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PROMOTIONS. 


In the process of changing from a nine to an eight grade 
system part of the eighth grade were graduated last June 
with the ninth grade. The pupils in this advanced eighth 
grade were selected with care. Only those who were able not 
only to accomplish the extra work, but who showed sufficient 
ability to continue into the High School on a par with the 
regular ninth grade were permitted to graduate. It was ex- 
pected that the brightest element of the eighth grade would 
hold its own with the average of the ninth grade. The record 
of the freshman class in the High School kas justified this ex- 
pectation. There has been no lowering of the general standard 
or any evidence of distinction between the two elements of the 
class. The change in the number of grades will become fixed 
at the close of the present school year. The necessity of divid- 
ing the upper grades into regular and advanced sections has 
emphasized the advantage of dividing the classes according to 
the natural ability of the pupils. The teachers are enabled to 
present more uniform work without crowding the slower 
pupils or holding back the brighter ones. This is simply an 
indication of the advantage of a more flexible system of grad- . 
ation. After the eight grade system becomes operative the 
matter of semi-annual promotions and a less rigorous method 
of gradation should be undertaken. 


This year for the first time the pupils in the grades were 
promoted upon the basis of their daily work together with such 
written reviews as might be given by the teacher throughout 
the year. Maturity, steady improvement, age and sundry other 
factors were allowed to enter into the final consideration of 
special cases. Final examination ceased to be a basis of esti- 
` mate. In place of these the judgment of the teacher and prin- 
cipal were substituted. Another change was made in regard 
to fall examinations. It had become a widespread practice to 
take examinations at the close of the vacation under the super- 
vision of the superintendent to make up for a failure of pro- 
motion in June. А two-fold restriction was placed upon those 
examinations. 
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To be eligible for examination in September the pupil must 
hold a regular form of recommendation by the teacher. This 
form must also bear the signature of the parent or tutor cer- 
tifying that the child had studied regularly throughout the 
summer. The first requirement shut out those for whom it 
was an impossibility to make up the lost ground. Those who 
had done nothing more than to take home books were elimi- 
nated by the second requirement. Under certain conditions 
children were promoted on trial. This trial promotion was 
more than a form. Those whose work justified the trial were 
allowed to continue. The others were returned to the previous 
grade. 


The reason for this change in the method of promotion 
rested upon two points. Children should be made to feel that 
it is their daily effort regularly and faithfully performed which 
will count in the end. Also that the teacher from daily obser- 
vation is well fitted to judge at the end of the year whether the 
child is able to continue with the work. There are few in- 
stances where a teacher needs an examination to aid her in her 
estimate. Whether children of this age should be submitted 
to the strain of preparing for and taking examination is open 
to serious question. 


The test of any system is the result. The percentage of 
promotions was as high or higher than usual, and there appear 
to be fewer misfits than usual. The almost farcical fall ex- 
aminations were practically eliminated. This method of pro- 
motion will promote more regular attendance of pupils. It 
will serve to encourage the teacher. She no longer need feel 
that the result of her work will be destroyed in part by an un- 
fortunately worded examination, ог that she will have in her ` 
class some who through good fortune or by belated zeal have 
passed an examination but are ill fitted to undertake the work. 
The responsibility is now where it rests fairly upon the 
shoulders of the pupil and teacher. As its significance becomes 
better understood this method of promotion will prove to the 
advantage of all concerned. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 


At the announcement that the elementary schools were to 
be changed from a nine to an eight grade system two questions 
arose. Are the pupils to be crowded more than formerly, or 
is scme work to be sacrificed? Naturally neither of these re- 
sults were cortemplated, ror have they resulted. The saving 
of the year has been brought about by a revision of the course 
of study and the time schedule. When the matter is thoroughly 
formulated we expect to accomplish more in the eight years 
with less effort than was formerly accomplished in nine years. 


A revised course of study is already in effect. This course 
will be continued on trial to discover where it may be altered 
to the advantage of the schools. A uniform time schedule has 
been introduced throughout theschools. A comparative study of 
courses of study and timeschedules in use in other cities was of 
great benefit in showing «wherein we were failing to keep pace 
With modern school practice. The new course of study endeavors 
to place emphasis upon the essentials and to eliminate that 
which is useless to the great majority of pupils. А renewed 
emphasis is placed upon reading and language study. The 
primary grades have a decreased requirement in the number of 
arithmetical topics, Fut an increased requirement in the atten- 
tion given to the remaining topics. Separate schools are work- 
ing out particular problems in different subjects. The results 
of the separate investigations will be made available for all the 
schools. Аз yet the course of study is but a skeleton. It is 
cur intenticn to make this course more suggestive than formal, 
in order that each school may work out its own particular 
problems. Moreover whether in its present status or in future 
revisions this or any course of study should be made to fit the 
child ; and not the reverse, as sometimes happens. 


A continued study of the local school systems more firmly 
convinces us that we have sacrificed nothing in the training of 
the child in making the change of grades. Moreover we have 
saved one year in the school life of the child. This is an ap- 
preciable saving to any child, and not infrequently is the de- 
ciding factor in the child education. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 


At present the course in manual training in our schools con- 
sists of one year of wocd work for boys in the seventh grade. 
This is small recognition of a department whose value has been 
thoroughly recognized for years and which has been so uni- 
versally incorporated into the public school curriculum. 


The public is prone to criticize school subjects where the 
utilitarian value is not self evident. Manual training when 
sanely conducted has been very free from this criticism. In 
fact this subject owes its strong position in our schools because 
of public demand and support. It would be difficult to find a 
boy or girl in our public schools to whom manual training is 
not of direct benefit. There are but few men who do not re- 
quire at times manual dexterity themselves or direct it in 
others. The majority of women care for their own homes. 
The remainder must supervise the work of servants. In either 
case a knowledge of domestic science is required. Even as 
girls their value in their homes is increased by some knowledge 
of cooking, sewing and millinery. Manual training requires 
no further justification than its direct contribution to wider 
efficiency for the future home provider and home helper. 


Experience has brought some very marked modifications in 
the nature of the work taught in manual training. The ornate 
models in wood and metals have been replaced largely by ob- 
jects of real use and interest to the boys. Domestic science, 
more especially in cooking, has become less theoretical and 
more practical. In the practice to-day the home surroundings 
are studied, and the teaching and practice 1s brought into the 
realm of the girl's actual life and experience. 

Out of the mass of theory which surrounded manual training 
in its earlier years there remain a few very definite well estab- 
lished truths. Any parent or teacher realizes that a growing 
child demands physical activity. Nothing contributes to the 
discontent of many children in school life more than the en- 
forced restraint of the then active bodies. Manual training 
Fas supplied this need of activity. Children have a keen sense 
of the practical and have entered into the spirit of the manual 
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work with almost pathetic eagerness. Every school could fur- 
nish a long list of children who have been quickened in their 
whole school work by the influence of the manual work. 
Thcusands of children have continued their school attendance 
through their desire to learn to use tools or cook. It has been 
demonstrated again and again that there has been no loss of 
results in the three R’s by allowing time for manual training. 
Tte same tasks or greater ones are accomplished in the shorter 
time. This is simply the familiar truth of the home carried 
over into school life. Where is there a boy who has not cut 
tke grass more cheerfully and quickly if fishing, swimming or 
a circus was to follow? Children struggle with and falter 
over fractions and decimals for no greater reason than that 
they see no use for them. Make fractions a part of their daily 
need and the response will come. The writer recently saw a 
class of girls in a cooking lesson. They required one-half of 
three-fourths of a сир of milk. One girl remarked “ that is 
the first use I ever saw of fractions." For this girl fractions 
will have a new significance and will be attacked with a differ- 
ent point of view, — ` 


In the majority of cities and towns manual training begins 
at the fourth or fifth grade as a definite course. Strange as it 
may seem to the adult the small boy likes to sew. А little later 
his inclination differentiates from that of the girl and he takes 
up wood and metal working. The girl continues her sewing. 
Later she takes up cooking, domestic hygiene, and frequently 
millinery. 

Our schools have taken up the first steps in providing one 
year of wood work for the boys. This has been continued 
successfully for three years. It is certainly time to give as 
much attention to the girls. One group of girls have had the 
opportunity through the generosity of a private institution, to 
make a beginning in cooking. The class demonstrated the re- 
sult in a lunch which they provided for the School Committee. 
They attended the classes regularly and eagerly, and even re- 
quested that the class be held on days when the schools were 
not in session. The girls desire this work, they need just this 
training. To provide a room and equipment demands but a 
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small expense. The expense of maintaining this work outside 
of the teachers’ salary is small. Your superintendent recom- 
mends that this work for the girls be given a trial. If it is 
« nce begun there will never be any inclination to discontinue it. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Medical inspecticn of school children which commenced in 
Doston in 1894, was of such obvious benefit to all concerned 
that its introduction into other cities and towns throughout the 
county followed rapidly. In 1906 the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture (Chap. 502, Acts of 1906), made it mandatory upon all 
cities and towns to provide medical inspection for school chil- 
dren. No safeguard of the general health has been more popu- 
lar than this. The most conspicuous feature of this work has 
been inspection for the more serious contagious diseases. 
Prompt recognition of the symptoms of contagious diseases, 
and the exclusion of the child has prevented the epidemics 
which formerly have swept through single schools or whole 
cities. The cosmopolitan character of our school population 
causes these precautions to be extremely necessary. How many 
pupils have been spared illness it is impossible to compute. 
On the opening day of school cultures of the throat were taken 
of all children from a certain locality in this city. Three 
positive cultures of diphtheria were discovered. The possible 
result of permitting these children to mingle with other pupils 
is suggestive of the benefit of medical precaution. Regularity 
of school attendance has increased perceptibly since the intro- 
duction of medical inspection. From a humanitarian point cf 
view the expense of inspection is insignificant. The burden of 
expense from illness which would otherwise taken place in 
many homes overshadows the expense of prevention. The 
old adage states that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure. From a modern point of view it worth far more than 
this. 


Ignorance and uncleanliness causes a certain percentage of 
school pupils to be subject to parasitic conditions of the head 
and body. No child however clean is immüne from contagion 
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of these loathsome diseases. Here again exclusion of afflicted 
children largely reduces the probability of contagion. 

Tubercular and anaemic children are isolated in many cities 
in open air schools. The following extract from the school 
report of Rochester, New York, indicates the nature and bene- 
fits of these open air schools. These schools are applicable 
more particularly to badly congested residential districts. 
Nevertheless no large body of children is free from some who 
are already cursed with tuberculosis or who are constitutionally 
susceptible to it. 


City or ROCHESTER REPORT 1908-1910. 


In September, 1909, at a conference with the Board of 
Education the Public Health Association advocated the ad- 
vantages of an open air school for anaemic children. The 
Public Health Association simply asked the Board of Educa- 
tion to provide a teacher, offering to meet all necessary ex- 
penses for carrying on such a school. Under these conditions 
the school was opened with an enrollment of 18 pupils. To 
date (April, 1910), the average attendance has been about 14, 
with one teacher in charge. From September to December the 
school was located in a tent at the open-air camp of the asso- 
ciation. The pupils were drawn from the schools of the city, 
selected because they were clearly below the average degree of 
health. The nurse who discovered many of these cases visited 
the homes and discovered that the children often inherited the 
tendencies that marked them as fit subjects for such a school. 
Almost without exception the parents were willing and anxious 
that their children should be enrolled in the open air school. 
The results have been most encouraging. Thirty-seven pupils 
have been admitted. In nearly every case there has been an 
increase in weight and apparently no child has failed to profit 
physically. Nine children have been discharged as cured and 
returned to their respective schools. The pupils are in attend- 
ance from 9 to 3:39 o’clock each day. The tent is wide open 
when the weather will permit and always open on one side. 
After the school was placed in a regular school room the win- 
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dows remained open. The pupils are protected by heavy cloth- 
ing and by heated stones (when this is necessary.) Three 
nourishing meals, one at 9 o’clock, one at 12 and another at 3 
are provided by the Public Health Association. The children 
rest in reclining chairs frcm 12:45 to 2 o'clock. The pupils are 
from all grades above the second and they must therefore re- 
ceive practically individual instruction. No effort is made to 
force the progress of these children in school work. The main 
object is to build up their physical condition. They spend con- 
siderable time at play and are given all the freedom possible. 
The teacher should ever seek to emphasize these conditions, 
namely fresh air, nourishment, play, relaxation, proper inter- 
ests and good cheer.—Clarence Е. Carroll, fifty-fifth report. 
pp. 22 and 23. 


The preventative work in contagious disease is carried on 
in the main for the advantage of those who are subject to con- 
tagion. А wider and hardly less important feature of medical 
inspection deals with those who are affected by non-contagious 
chronic diseases, particularly of the eyes, ears, throat and nose. 
It has long been recognized that physical disabilities of this 
nature are accountable directly for a large part of the back- 
wardness of pupils in their school work. The cases of inherent 
mental deficiency are relatively few. Many of these physical 
defects can be removed or corrected. It follows that if this is 
not done the child is robbed of the full measure of his oppor- 
tunity to the ultimate loss to himself and the community in 
which he lives. Defective eyesight, and adenoids with attend- 
ing evils, are conspicuous examples of this class of defects. Dy 
a physical examination these defects are recognized. Recom- 
mendation to the parents to secure medical treatment then fol- 
lows. Where this is done improvement that is frequently 
startling takes place. If the recommendation is ignored the 
child must suffer from this neglect, and receive due allowance 
for his deficiency. In either case the public has done its duty 
to the child in so far as the statutes permit it. 


Attention was called above to the humanitarian phase of 
this work, and this is where the emphasis belongs. "There is, 
however, a huge waste of public money prevented by medical 
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inspection. The expense of maintaining the schools is ргас- 
tically the same whether the attendance of the pupils is regular 
or irregular. Consequently every effort which will insure a 
more regular attendance insures a greater return for the money 
expended. There 1$ а still more direct financial benefit secured. 
Children who are obliged to repeat the work of a year are a 
direct burden upon the financial resources. It is a double pay- 
ment for the same service. In many instances medical atten- 
tion through the recommendation of school physicians removes 
the cause of backwardness and enables the child to progress 
normally. Defective eyesight, teeth and adenoids are notable 
examples of such causes. It requires but few cases of this 
description to more than balance the apparent expense of medi- 
cal inspection. That this work has seldom been called upon to 
justify itself from a financtal standpoint speaks well for the 
public regard of the health of its children. Few people desire 
to submit their children to needless chance of contagion. More- 
over the public has come to feel that every child deserves his 
best chance in preparation for life, and has subscribed willingly 
to everything that tends toward this end. 


INFLUENCE OF THE HOME. 


The children in our schools may be divided into three class- 
es. These are the over indulged, who expect to govern every- 
body except themselves; then the average child who respects 
authority at home and abroad, who understands that an obliga- 
tion must be fulfilled; and finally the child who has never had 
a chance. It is obvious that there will be overlapping of these 
divisions. Nevertheless any teacher of experience could divide 
her class readily into these three components. Ignoring ex- 
ceptional instances there is but one reason why a child should 
belong to one class rather than another, and that is environ- 
ment. No one division contains all of the inate ability to suc- 
ceed, or the germ of ambition. Whether the individual child 
succeeds or fails in laying a foundation for real success in life 
depends very materially upon the moulding of the character 
during the age of school life. This all important duty toward 
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the child is being thrown more and more upon the public 
schools. If the influence of the home is, if not positive, at least 
neutral in regard to moral training the school may undertake 
the task with a fair chance for success. Where the home in- 
fluence 1s steadily or spasmodically in opposition to the school 
influence, the teacher who 1$ striving to make the most of the 
young life in her charge meets one of her most serious 
obstacles. 

At the most the child spends but one-fifth of the hours in 
which he is awake within the school room. The other four- 
fifths of the time the child is presumably under home influence, 
or at least under outside influences. This simple statement of 
the fraction of time which the teacher may use 15 sufficient to 
show that in the long run the burden of responsibility rests 
upon the home. How can the parents be made to feel this 
responsibility and to throw the weight of their influence toward 
aiding the teacher. Fortunately in the large majority of in- 
stances no special instruction 15 needed. The teacher can count 
upon the steady co-operation of the parents to aid her in her 
endeavors. Unfortunately, however, with each year there is a 
larger percentage of homes which cannot, do not, or will not 
lend a hand in the training of their children. Among the large 
number of hcmes where there exists not even a vestage of edu- 
cation, or the slightest appreciation or knowledge of the signifi- 
cance of education the teacher cannot expect any co-operation. 
The children go to school because they must. At the other 
extreme are the homes of the children whose every whim is 
granted and whose care is left largely to disinterested servants. 
The parents are too busy to care, and will not respond to any 
appeal for help. Between these extremes lies the large body of 
children from homes where the value of an education is ap- 
preciated, where authority and obedience are recognized. То 
use the popular expression these children are sent to school 
to learn and to behave. 


All these children are given to the teacher as a composite 
body to govern and interest. The child soon faces a funda- 
mental principal of government. He discovers that liberty does 
not mean license, and that his rights are constricted by the 
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rights of others. Immediately the influence of the home is felt. 
If the child already has absorbed this principal, and recognizes 
that his will must bend before that of the teacher, and that it 
is useless to appeal for parental intervention, all is well and 
the child can be led as the teacher pleases. It is, however, with 
the chronically rebellious and self willed child, or the child who 
when occasion arises for correction shows resentment, then the 


teacher feels the need of a closer and better understanding 
with the home. With the first child as a class there appears to 
be but little chance for betterment. Almost without exception 
the rebellious attitude within the school is but a reflecion of the 
attitude at home. To reach this child would mean in most 
instances a complete revolution of home training, and even then 
a prolonged struggle. With such children the teacher can sim- 
ply exercise her patience and hope for ultimate improvement. 
Again with the child whose surroundings are of the worst, 
where lack of food and clothing may play a part, there appears 
to be an insurmountable difficulty in the way of co-operation. 
Here the teacher can only strive to offset the evil with good. 
There remains another large factor in which there appears to 
be hope of an improvement toward which school authorities 
are steadily working. This is the child who when occasionally 
corrected, as any normal child must be at times, goes home with 
his childish version of the affair, and succeeds in arousing 
parental resentment against the teacher in particular, and the 
schools in general. A storm is aroused which must be faced 
with firmness and patience. The invariable cry is raised that 
the teacher is prejudiced against that child and is working off 
her personal spite. It should be apparent to a parent that a 
teacher has no inclination or time to harbor resentment against 
any particular child, that she shrinks from any disagreement 
with parents. It should be equally clear that there must have 
been some real or imagined cause for her action which at least 
deserves a hearing. That this resentment is superficial and 
hasty is demonstrated when the parent visits the school and 
hears both sides of the story. Not infrequently the vials of 
wrath are then turned upon the child. Nevertheless the harm 
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Газ been done. The child has heard intemperate opinions ex- 
pressed concerning the teacher from the source of all wisdom, 
the parents, and the teacher’s influence is weakened. We can 
but hope that one experience has aroused the parent to take a 
new point of view. The regretable fact is that but few of 
those who jump at unwarrantable conclusions ever take the 
trouble to make even a tardy investigation. In such cases the 
harm is done to the child without doing ultimate justice to the 
teacher. 


Nobody doubts the fundamental sense of justice of the 
American parent or the underlying spirit of pride in the public 
schools. Consequently one must look elsewhere for the cause 
which prompts this unfairness of attitude when school regula- 
tions touch the individual child. To the writer it lies largely 
in the fact that our school systems have become so large that 
the parents have lost all personal contact with them. Аза rule 
the parents do not know the teacher of their children even by 
sight and not infrequently are ignorant of the name. Conse- 
quently it is not surprising that there is an impulsive outbreak 
when a stranger corrects the child and a tendency to accept 
the childish version of the difficulty without question. If this 
friction between the home and school 15 caused by a lack of 
personal contact between them, the question arises how may it 
be restored? It is clear that divided authority cannot be main- 
tained smoothly without an understanding and SEKR be- 
tween the parties concerned. 


The day is certainly past when parents will visit schools 
individually. There is but little use in urging this remedy. 
Nor can it be expected that teachers will attempt to visit the 
homes of their pupils. Teachers no longer board around, nor 
are they invited to tea, at least not in the cities. Where schools 
possess assembly rooms school authorities are attempting to re- 
establish a direct interest of the parents in the schools by par- 
ents’ meetings. At such meetings general problems of interest 
are discussed, questions are answered, and points of misunder- 
standing cleared up as far as possible. 
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Locally our schools, with.the exception of the High School, 
co not contain assembly rooms. It is hardly possible that par- 
ents could be persuaded to go to this building from all districts. 
To make such meetings at all effective they should be distinctly 
neighborhood meetings. This problem, however, is one that. 
faces our schools as well as elsewhere. If it could be solved 
the effectiveness of our work would be increased to a large 
extent. Because it appears difficult is no reason why it should 
be neglected. Every official, principal and teacher should be 
alive to every opportunity to convince parents that we are both 
working for tke ultimate gocd of the child. 


MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE. 


The complete statistics for the year 1910-11 and for the fall ` 
term of 1911 are included at the close of this report. 


The constant gain in school attendance is notable, and 
shows very clearly why the demand for enlarged seating ca- 
pacity is so insistent. The fall term of 1911 shows an increase 
of 416 pupils in the average membership over that of the year 
1910-11, an increase of 8 per cent. This increase is found in 
the main in the already congested districts. The percentage of 
attendance, because of the epidemic of measles during the year, 
suffered a slight decrease in comparison with the preceding 
year, but shows a very creditable increase for the fall term of 
1911. As is pointed out elsewhere regularity of attendance 15 
one of the most vital factors in successful and economical ad- 
ministration. 


I wish to call particular attention to the following table, 
which shows the growth in attendance for the past four years:

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


I have the honor of submitting my first annual report as 
principal of the Pittsfield High School. 


Before the beginning of the fall term additional seating ac- 
commodations for 116 pupils was provided for, including one 
room for seating that had been used previously for recitations. 
Even with this increase, in three rooms of the business course, 
we have had an overflow of from four to eight pupils per room, 
seated about tables. The teaching force was enlarged by the 
addition of seven teachers and the principal relieved of all 
class room work. The lunch counter in the basement, already 
inadequate in size to the past needs of the school, was removed 
and enlarged. We are at present using, for seating and recita- 
tions, twenty-five rooms, including the auditorium, the recep- 
tion and drawing rooms, and one of the apparatus rooms ad- 
jcining the lecture hall. 


It will be of interest to note a few comparative figures re- 
garding membership and attendance. The enrollment for the 
fall term of 1910 was 533, and 539 for the whole year ending 
July 1. The average membership for the year was 470 with 
an average attendance of 450. For the fall term ending De- 
cember 15, 1911, the enrollment was 705, the average member- 
ship 676 and the average attendance 657. The per cent. of 
"ttendance for the fall term of 1910 was 95.97, and for the 
fall term of 1911, 97.22. 


Present indications warrant the estimate that next year will 
find us with an enrollment of above 800 students. "As the seat- 
ing capacity of the Read building, to which the commercial 
students will be transferred, is 250, it would seem that we shall 
have both buildings practically filled. 
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To account for certain necessary changes in the course of 
study, and the expected increase in numbers, several additional 
teachers will be needed before the beginning of the year. 


I am not going to take this occasion to discuss the numerous 
important problems with which we have to deal. There 15, 
however, one phase of the situation that, to my mind, outweighs 
all other considerations that might merit discussion—for to 
this issue all cther factors bear a very intimate relation—the 
matter of administrative efficiency as determined by physical 
conditions and equipment. 


Proper housing and seating accommodations, an adequate 
number of efficient teachers, suitable text books, supplies and 
apparatus, are obviously necessary to maintain any school. 
Given these, the efficiency of the school depends upon its ad- 
ministration. We must realize that the Pittsfield High School 
is no longer a small school, and can no longer be administered 
as such. The amount of purely routine work demanded of the 
principal’s office which must be done daily, and upon which 
depends the efficiency of the entire school, would probably sur- 
prise any one not intimately acquainted with the facts. The 
accuracy, promptness and business-like way in which the office 
is conducted in a school of this size, is at once reflected in the 
degree of thoroughness, punctual performance of duty and 
business-like attitude of the whole school. 


With office accommodations scarcely adequate for a school 
one-fourth of our size; with the principal on one floor and his 
clerk on another, herself separated from all records and data— 
as of necessity is also the principal, and of which both have 
constant need ; with the hand ringing of all bells; and no means 
of communication between the office and the several rooms, it 
requires almost the entire time of both the principal and clerk 
to care for the routine work of the day. After careful study 
of the situation for half a year and after taking what seems 
the best possible advantage of conditions we find that the prin- 
cipal spends one-fifth, and the clerk one-fourth of the entire 
time during school hours at an absolute and altogether un- 
necessary loss. 
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We need increased office facilities, an electric time system, 
and a system of telephones in the building. From a purely 
econcmic standpoint, the absence of these three necessities costs 
the City of Pittsfield not less than $500 per year, on the basis 
of the present salaries of the principal and his clerk. When 
we add to the above facts the possible conservation of the 
teachers’ and pupils’ time and the reflex on the school we are 
warranted in the conclusion either from an educational or 
economic standpoint, that these changes are imperatively neces- 
sary. In another year, with our pupils in two buildings, a lack 
of the suggested improvements will make even the present de- 
gree of efficiency in office administration entirely impossible. 
I want to emphasize the fact that these are not suggested as 
desired conveniences but of equal importance with additional 
teachers as demanded by the present size of the school, the 
amount of work that must be done, and of the quality we cer- 
tainly ought to do. 


In conclusion I want to take this opportunity of expressing 
my appreciation of a cordial reception by the school the in- 
valuable aid, and hearty co-operation of the entire teaching 
force, and your own and the committee’s strong and sym- 
pathetic support in my duties as principal. |

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KINDERGARTEN REPORT. 


Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sig:— The kindergartens opened this fall with a 
crowded attendance in all but the Redfield School. Even there, 
the enrollment for September was 35. Through the winter, 
the attendance is, of course, somewhat irregular; but it has 
compared well with the percentage of the grades. At the 
Mercer and Read Schools, where the rooms are smallest, the 
enrollment and attendance are the largest. 


The change in the entrance age for the grade from five 
years to five years and six months, caused an overflow in the 
Tucker kindergarten. The problem of providing for so many 
solved itself after the first few weeks since some of the parents, 
disappointed that the children were not to begin with reading 
and writing, decided to keep them at home. Some mothers 
needed them to “ mind the baby,” others gave as a reason that 
it was too much trouble to “clean them up " for so short a 
time. In contrast to these parents a mother of the opposite 
opinion offered to send a chair with her child, if he might be 
allowed the privilege of attending kindergarten. 


In each of the four schools which includes a kindergarten 
the principal considers it as much an integral part of the school 
as any one of the. grades; subject to the same rules and regu- 
lations concerning the good of the school. The first grade 
teachers in these schools have given their judgment upon the 
kindergarten by gladly receiving the kindergarten children and 
even by requesting to have them. This fair, friendly attitude 
of those in a position to judge correctly, affords the kinder- 
gartners much pleasure and urges us to do our utmost to make 
as close connections as possible between the kindergarten and 
the first grade. 


One difficulty has been that outside of the Mercer School, 
the kindergarten graduating class would not fill an entire first 
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grade. By keeping the children together, however, one or more 
divisions have been formed. This afforded a good chance for 
comparison with the children entirely without kindergarten 
training. 


Another difficulty 15 the fact that children graduate from 
kindergarten, not according to ability ; but by age alone. Would 
it not be better for a backward child of five years and six 
months to remain in the kindergarten doing work adopted to 
his needs than to be hurried into the first grade? There he be- 
comes a drag upon the rest of the class; a hindrance to the 
teacher and an additional expense to the city not to mention 
the injury done to the child himself at the outset of his career 
by being considered a failure and having to go over the same 
work again. The kindergarten is planned to give progressive, 
graded work to children up to six years of age. 


Under the supervision of Mrs. Adam, who, until this fall, 
has given her unequalled services freely to this work, a series 
of meetings was held last spring by the first grade teachers and 
kindergartners. These meetings established the feeling that 
both were working with the same aim and that each could help 
the other most effectually. 

Several special events have occurred this fall which we re- 
member as rare opportunities for study and culture. 

Miss Laura Е. Fisher, one of the prominent kindergarten 
instructors of Boston and New York, talked to us upon the 
Kindergarten Program. 

We have also enjoyed the benefit of a series of painting 
lessons given us by Miss Mabel A. Roce, a student of Mr. 
Charles Woodbury. 


At the Annual Teachers’ Convention, the kindergartners 
prepared an exhibit of the children’s work. A most inspiring 
talk was given the County Kindergartners by Miss Phila Whip- 
ple, of Pittsfield. She spoke upon the possibilities of high at- 
tainment for the normal busy person of to-day. Senor Abbata, 
the Italian minister connected with the First Church, also ad- 
dressed this meeting upon the conditions which the Italian 
people here in Pittsfield have to meet. 
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Besides these special meetings, regular monthly meetings 
are held by the kindergartners at which educational books are 
reviewed and Program and Gift Work are theoretically and 
practically studied. The Program corresponds to the grade 
Plan Book. The Gift Work of the kindergarten comprises 
the beginnings of arithmetic, algebra and geometry. The Gifts 
commence with solid geometric forms divided and sub-divided 
into parts, sliced into surface forms, straight and curved lines, 
until finally the geometrical point is reached., 


bach kindergarten has as its background the homes from 
which the children come. The kindergartners call upon the 
children’s mothers in order to work with the parents and un- 
derstand each individual child more quickly. Since September, 
114 calls have been made. At the Mercer kindergarten, 
monthly Mothers’ Meetings are held at which are chosen topics 
of interest to all connected with little children. 


The culmination of the first term’s work comes at the cele- 
bration of the Christmas party, where the children themselves 
give their own work as presents, and their parents, by attend- 
ing, give the children such a feeling of pardonable pride and 
well earned reward, that it is well worth the time spent by busy 
fathers and mothers. One small girl, who had for weeks 
counted upon bringing her mother to the party, announced the 
day before that Mother could not come but Auntie was coming 
in her place. At intervals during the “ party ” her happy voice 
could be heard pronouncing it a nice party for Mothers and 
Aunts. 


The kindergarten room, owing to the movable chairs and 
tables and the use of the floor for games, requires extra work 
from the janitors. Their efforts in this direction, besides the 
voluntary service which some of them have rendered, deserves 
special mention. 


We are also indebted to Mr. Strong, the school carpenter, 
who has added much to the comfort of our rooms. 


The suggestions we would offer in behalf of kindergartens, 
are as follows: 
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Ist. We ask that you, the public, will not judge kinder- 
gartens to be only for amusement and not for education until 
you have taken the trouble to understand our aim and methods. 
We urge you to visit the daily sessions, and to ask the kinder- 
gartners at other times to explain why they do what they do. 


2nd. We invite you to come to the exhibits of children’s 
work which we hope to show from time to time. 


3rd. When you decide not to send your child to the public 
kindergarten, please do not consider therefore, that kinder- 
gartens are unnecessary. Leaving out the educational side 
for a moment, there is no other place where an only child, or 
a precocious child, can so quickly and pleasantly become con- 
scious of the rights of others and his true relation to them. 


The kindergarten also offers a splendid opportunity to a 
child who can speak no word of English. He can be taught 
actual objects beginning with the sphere, cube and cylinder - 
and can create in clay and other material, what he could not 
express in words. Then when he enters the first grade, that 
great handicap of an unknown tongue is removed. Think 
what an obstacle it is to enter a class where the spoken word 
counts for almost everything, and not be able to speak or 
understand that language. 


Тре kindergarten is a great help in the present social prob- 
lem of Americanizing foreign families. It furnishes the chil- 
dren not only with work for their brain ; but also with methodi- 
cal, developing handwork. Ё provides too for the exercise of 
their judgment and for the forming of high ideals of truth, 
honor, loyalty and patriotism. The children carry back to their 
homes the American standard of cleanliness, neatness and 
courtesy. The good feeling established between the Готе and 
the school, by the methods previously mentioned, is considered 
by some city principals in foreign districts. 


4th. As to the opening of new kindergartens, we find our- 
selves at one with little Mary in kindergarten, who, with the 
rest of the class, listened for several days to Willie's enticing 
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brag that his father was coming with a sleigh to take all the 
children for a ride. Finally Mary leaned forward and asked 
earnestly—'' But when, Willie, when?"

MUSIC REPORT. 


To the Superintendent and Board of Education: 


GENTLEMEN :— What is the purpose of teaching music in 
the public schools? Not to teach a few facts of music and 
definitions of musical terms, not merely to learn a few songs, 
neither to make great musicians of every one. It is to give to 
every child a chance to develop all that is in them, to every boy 
and girl a working knowledge of music. 


More than this the creation of a musical atmosphere in our 
country, a musical environment in every home, the realization 
of our musical opportunities and to lay the foundation of all 
we can hope or wish musically, to make music a part of the 
life of the individual, the home, the school, the nation. 


How shall we realize this? By getting all the children to 
singing and singing musically. We must begin their education 
in the cradle; they must learn to sing as they learn to talk, 
they must have music in their home, live in a musical atmos- 
phere, have a musical environment, then the voice will imitate 
and the ear will appreciate musical sounds and be able to detect 
impurity of intonation. 


It is important that the children have the opportunity of 
listening to good music, the best, and right here I would recom- 
mend that a phonograph be placed in every building that the 
scholars may have a chance to hear the best music rendered by 
the best artists. 


Of course here, children have little opportunity of hearing 
orchestral concerts or the great oratorios. 


Great pleasure is derived from being able to carry a part 
independently in chorus work not necessarily with a highly 
cultivated tone production. 


There seems to be an increasing interest in the music in 
the schools. The boys who are often hardest to interest in 
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singing are doing well. Chorus work in the High School this 
year is a required study. This met with some opposition from 
a few pupils at first but Mr. Pratt seemed able to present it in 
a way that they saw it was best. The new books for the High 
School seems to meet the need. 


The grammar schools are doing good work and the teachers 
as a rule have ably seconded my efforts. Special meetings for 
the teachers have been held the past year from which the 
teachers think they have derived much benefit.

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REPORT OF PRIMARY AND INTERMEDIATE 
GRADES. 


Mr. C. G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SiR :—I herewith submit my second annual report of 
the work in music in the primary and intermediate grades. 


The school membership has increased so rapidly that there 
are now over one hundred classes in these grades alone, con- 
sisting of over 3,000 pupils. Since music is taught daily in 
every class, it is impossible for one person to do all of the 
teaching, so the work must be laid out for the grade teachers 
and kept in systematic progress. Inasmuch as the teachers 
conduct the daily lessons, it 1s necessary that they understand 
the subject. The time was when school music was not con- 
sidered seriously by educators in ‘this country, but now its value 
is recognized, and in many cities and towns teachers must 
qualify in music as well as in the other school subjects before 
receiving their certificates. Much may be said of the good 
work of the State Normal Schools at North Adams and West- 
field. Recent graduates of these schools who have joined the 
local teaching force have shown a practical knowledge of the 
subject that is very gratifying. 


In order to thoroughly systematize the work it has been 
found necessary to hold grade meetings once every two months. 
Although this is an innovation to Pittsfield, it is an old custom 
in other cities and a great stimulus to the interest and enthusi- 
asm of teachers. 


Much attention is paid in the schools to the child voice. 
Loud harsh singing, both at home and at school, is responsible 
for the destruction of many voices. To avoid this the same 
method is used as that employed in the schools and boy choirs 
of England, and young boys are especially encouraged to use 
soft, light tones. Already there have been surprising results, 
for not only are voices kept childlike and natural, but cases of 
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chronic huskiness have been cured. The advent of the school 
physician was hailed with delight, for many children suffer 
with adenoids and chronic throat troubles which make speak- 
ing and singing difficult, and it is hoped that these conditions 
will now be improved. The new system of reading which you 
introduced into the schools last year has proved helpful to the 
music. Children being encouraged to read with expression, 
are cultivating a well-modulated speaking voice, and the mono- 
tone reading, so disastrous to good singing, is becoming a fault 
of the past. 

In looking backward it can be seen that the year has been a 
successful one and much of this success is due to the support 
that you have given and to the hearty co-operation of teachers 
and principals. 

In school music there are great possibilities for increasing 
the interest in good music, and helping to make Pittsfield a 
musical center, and it is hoped that parents and all those who 
are interested in such an important cause will visit the classes 
frequently and observe the work as it is carried on.

The meetings have always been well 
attended and a good spirit manifested. 

In the lower grades the paper cutting and construction 
work is progressing very satisfactorily and the interest shown 
by both teachers and pupils is very gratifying. 

The conditions at the High School are too well known to 
need any comments, but regardless of the crowded conditions 
and the limited amount of time some very good work is being 
done.

Pittsheld, Mass., Jan. 26, 1912. 


Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR:—AÀt no time since penmanship was introduced 
as a special subject has there been so much interest and en- 
thusiasm shown as there is to-day. This is due to several 
reasons, one being the support and co-operation of the super- 
intendent and another the increased knowledge and skill of the 
teachers. 


Special instruction has been given during the year to those 
teachers who cared to do better work. The majority availed 
themselves of the opportunity and have been able to secure 
better results from their pupils. The addition of experienced 
teachers to our teaching force has also shown to good ad- 
vantage in the writing. А number of meetings of different 
character have been held. One general meeting in April was 
addressed by Mr. C. P. Zaner, of Columbus, Ohio, one of 
America's greatest penmen. Mr. Zaner inspected the work in 
different rooms and spoke encouragingly of it. The most in- 
teresting and helpful meetings have been held in the larger 
buildings with class demonstrations. In this way, every 
teacher has visited some other teacher's room and has been 
given an opportunity to meet the teachers of her own grade. 


The general aim has been to secure good muscular move- 
ment and greater speed in all written work. Eminent 
psychologists have made experiments along these lines and 
have found that classes of rapid writers will do better work 
than classes of slow writers. 


Much better results can be obtained in the primary grades 
by the use of the blackboards. I would recommend that the 
boards in Grades One and Two be lowered to correspond to 
the height of the children. Dustless crayon and dustless 
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erasers are also needed. The desks and chairs in some of the 
older buildings are too small for the pupils and should be re- 
placed by adjustable ones. 


A comparison of our work with that of other cities shows 
that we are in line with the leaders. This is due to the per- 
sistent efforts of our splendid teachers, who have spent much 
extra time and labor to secure good results. To them, and to 
you, I express my sincere appreciation and thanks.

EVENING SCHOOL REPORT. 
Mr. С. С. Persons, Superintendent of Schools. 


DEAR SirR:—Evening School opened October 16th and 
closed December 15th, 1911, a period of nine weeks. Short- 
hand, Typewriting, Bookkeeping, Business Arithmetic, Free- 
hand and Mechanical Drawing and the different grade studies 
are taught. 


School opened with ten rooms, not including the Type- 
writing room which takes its pupils from other rooms where 
they are registered. October 25th two additional rooms were 
opened and November 1st it was necessary to open another. 
The attendance for the term kept up better than past years, 
due largely to the warm weather through November and De- 
cember. The smallest attendance any one evening was on the 
first night, 156, and the greatest, 317. The average daily at- 
tendance was 261. | 


About 20 per cent. of the attendance are Italians and we 
are very fortunate in obtaining a teacher who can speak their 
language as well as English. All Italians who could not under- 
stand or speak English were placed in this room where gcod 
progress has been made. 

The winter term opened January 1, 1912. The attendance 
being much smaller than the fall term. January 19th the 
grammar grades were closed owing to small attendance and 
the pupils were transferred to another room. January 24th 
the Shorthand and Typewriting rooms were combined. The 
smallest attendance to February 2nd was the first evening, 134, 
and the greatest 203, with an average daily attendance of 138.

The most important change made in the administration of 
health affairs this year has been the employment of Dr. Eng- 
land as agent of the Board of Health as authorized under 
action of the City Government This was done upon the 
recommendation of Dr. Lyman A. Jones, of North Adams, 
one of the State inspectors for the State Board of Health and 
is in line with a new policy of that Board to have in each 
large center of population a skilled physician who, upon the 
appearance of any contagious disease, will not only take the 
necessary precautions to have the patient properly quarantined 
but also to conduct a careful examination into the sources of 
these contagious diseases. We believe that this work is of the 
greatest importance to the City. We have not time here to 
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go into full detailed statement of this work and the good re- 
sults that have been accomplished in other places where this 
policy has been followed. We feel no hesitation in recom- 
mending a more liberal appropriation for this purpose than the 
City has given in the past. For a city of our size, expending 
something like $600,000 a year, the amount that is devoted to 
protecting the public health is very small. Pittsfield should 
be a very healthy place of residence. There are no climatic 
conditions dangerous to health, but we have here more con- 
tagious diseases than we should have by comparison with cities 
less favorably situated and the only way to properly meet this 
condition is to appropriate the money needed to secure proper 
investigation of all contagions. We think that the amount 
that was expended by the Board during the past year should 
at least be doubled in the year to come. For a further account 
of the nature of the work done by Dr. England reference is 
made to a short report filed by him with us which is hereto 
appended. 


We again desire to call attention to the necessity of a con- 
tagious disease hospital in this city. Some better provision 
than has been made in the past should be made and made at 
once. The epidemics we have had from time to time of con- 
tagious diseases, especially where they occur in poor families, 
could undoubtedly be handled to much better advantage if the 
provisions of law in reference to this matter were properly 
complied with. 


We desire to say a word of commendation for the excellent 
work done by the Anti-Tuberculosis Association, and it 15 our 
opinion that the Crty could well afford to make an arrange- 
ment with them, as they will doubtless be authorized to do by 
legislation that is to be passed during the coming year, to have 
many of the tuberculosis cases that are a charge upon the city 
cared for by them. 


We desire again to commend Officer Hogan for his faith- 
ful and intelligent work. 
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We recommend that the milk inspections should be made 
more thoroughly than they have in the past. It is our opinion 
that an inspection every three months should be made of the 
various diaries supplying milk for the city. This may necessi- 
tate a larger expense of money on the part of the city to do 
this work properly but it is work that is necessary and should 
be done. 


Dr. Lyman A. Jones, of North Adams, the State inspector, 
has conferred with the Board very frequently during the past 
year and his suggestions have been very helpful. We have no 
doubt that the new Board will have from him the same intelli 
gent co-operation that we have had in the past

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To the Board of Health, Pittsfield, Mass.: 


I began my duties as agent of your Board on May 1, 1911. 
Since that time every case of diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
typhoid fever has been thoroughly investigated. A complete 
history and record of each case is kept on file, and in many 
cases the source of infection has been determined. The only 
disease notably prevalent has been diphtheria, there having 
been 65 cases since July 1. The fumigation of every house 
containing scarlet fever, diphtheria or tuberculosis has been 
done under direct supervision. 


New rules governing contagious diseases have been 
adopted, making the provisions of quarantine more strict and 
allowing the examination of patients before release. This 
latter rule has done much to make the physicians more careful 
in inspection of cases before release, particularly in scarlet 
fever. 

Effort is being made to bring the work of the Board of 
Health and that of school physicians in closer relation, and 
before another year we hope to have perfected a system which 
will aid greatly in lessening the number of contagious diseases. 

Considerable difficulty is experienced in prevailing upon 
the physicians to report the diseases lately placed on the re- 
portable list by the State Board of Health—especially tuber- 
culosis, whooping-cough, chicken-pox and typhoid. It not un- 
frequently happens that the first notice received of the exis- 
tence of these diseases is contained in the death certificate.

His Honor, the Mayor, and Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN :—I hereby submit my report as your inspector 
of milk, animals and provisions for the year 1911. 


During the year, there were issued (59) fifty-nine milk 
licenses to dealers in milk. There were also four registration 
certificates to dealers in oleomargarine. The fees, of milk 
licenses, $29.00, and fee for oleomargarine certificates, $2.00, 
which totaled $31.00, have been paid to the City Treasurer of 
Pittsfield. 


In the year of 1911, the chief of the Cattle Commission 
saw fit to change the official inspection, which has heretofore 
been made in the fall of the year to the spring, as it would 
help the inspector of animals to see the cattle while in the 
stables, instead of hunting through the pastures many times 
in order to perform a physical examination on them. As my 
official spring inspection, there were examined (1268) twelve 
hundred and sixty-eight animals, while I have inspected and 
examined many interstate cattle which were brought into the 
State by local parties for dairy purposes or to be slaughtered 
for beef. 
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There were (281) two hundred and eighty-one carcasses 
of beef, (101) one hundred and one veals examined under 
slaughter-house inspection, of which nine carcasses of beef 
were condemned on account of tuberculosis. The condemned 
meat was consigned to the rendering tank; the amount of meat 
condemned totaled about (4200) forty-two hundred pounds. 


I caused twenty-eight cows (28) to be quarantined, four- 
teen in one dairy herd of a local milk producer which were 
killed on account of tuberculosis, the owners being compen- 
sated by the State for said cattle. One other out-of-town case 
I wish to mention is that of a man who owned twenty-two 
head of cattle of which produced milk, and the milk delivered 
in this city for consumption. On my examination of the 
man’s cattle and premises, I grew suspicious of the animals 
being infected with tuberculosis; consequently, after a fair 
length of time, I examined the herd a second time and came to 
a definite conclusion by which I found seventeen out of the 
twenty-two cattle to be diseased and caused them to be killed 
under the direction of the Cattle Commission. 


During the year, I quarantined two horses for glanders and 
had them killed and buried, also the premises where the ani- 
mals were kept thoroughly cleansed and disinfected. 


There was a rabies scare among dogs twice during the 
year, but on examination and investigation, I found the dogs 
diseased from other causes. 


I had considerable trouble with hogs contracting “ Hog 
Cholera " of which in many cases the fatalities were numerous 
and the loss to owners great; all hogs, pens and premises in- 
fected were quarantined.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
JUNE 21st, 1911. 


Substantial growth is the most striking feature of the past 
year's record of the Berkshire Athenaeum. This means ап 
enlarged usefulness to the people of Pittsfield. An increased 
circulation of books and a greater use of the reference library 
and reading rooms show that more minds are being fed by the 
good mental food here provided. 


In the schools our children acquire an appetite for know- 
ledge which the library throughout their mature years gives 
them the means of satisfying. In the use of books readers 
are greatly aided by the excellent methods instituted by our 
librarian, and applied, with painstaking care, by himself and 
his well-trained assistants. The library thus becomes what 
may properly be cailed a free university—an institution of 
higher education, supplementary to the public school system. 


A large increase in the number of visitors to the museum 
shows the powerful attraction of this truly wonderful collec- 


tion. The museum adds greatly to the educational value of 
the library. The habitual use of them both cannot fail to en- 
rich the lives of our people and to promote good citizenship. 


For his unfailing interest in the museum which he founded 
and for his many additions to the collection we wish again to 
express our thanks to Zenas Crane. 


The repairs and alterations in the Athenaeum building, 
which we have long desired to make, are again postponed. 
One only has been accomplished, which is a change in the 
outside doors, so that they swing outward instead of inward. 
The others wait for the needful funds. The urgent needs of 
the city in other directions have precluded the larger appro- 
priation from the citv treasury for which we hoped. The old 
art gallery whose contents have been removed to the museum, 
affords ample space for a large and pleasant reading room, the 
necessity for which becomes more obvious every year. It is 
much to be regretted that this fine hall, in the very heart of 
the city, which might at a comparatively small expense be 
mzde a great public benefit, must of necessity remain disused. 
We have other wants vitally affecting the future of the Athe- 
naeum. One of tnese is the need of a larger appropriation for 
books, and another the desire to pay salaries to our skilled 
and hard working librarians more nearly commensurate with 
the value of their services. 


We still confidently hope that the city government, ap- 
preciating the great public value of this educational institution, 
wili soon be able to assist us in raising it to its highest possible

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield, herewith submit 
their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1911. 


In a city of 33,000 inhabitants there are always many, through sick- 
ness, loss of employment, accidents, or other causes, that require city 
aid, and Pittsfield is no exception. 


'This Board, by advertising and in other ways, secured employment 
for as many of its applicants as possible. thereby making many of them 
self supporting. 


We have many cases of deserted families to support, but hope the 
recent legislation which makes the desertion of minor children a crime, 
may have a beneficial effect on this class. 


We wish to acknowledge the co-operation and assistance of the City 
Physician, and the various charitable organizations of the City, as well 
as of many generous and charitable citizens. 


This Board wishes also to acknowledge the charitable work of 
Pittsfield physicians. We think no other city in this Commonwealth has 
so large a proportion of its medical practitioners who devote so much 
time and service for the good of persons who are unable to pay. 


In this report no account is made of bills payable or bills receivable, 
as they show in the payments and cash reimbursements of 1912.

Of the amount of $9,500.00 expended for Outside Poor, $6,346.99 was 
charged to the City of Pittsfield ; $1,884.68 was expended for the State 
Poor ; and $1,318.83 was for persons living in this city, but having a legal 
settlement elsewhere within the Commonwealth. 

The number of families aided in 1911 were 308, comprising 444 males 
and 476 females, making a total of 920 persons aided. 

Fourteen persons having no settlement within the Commonwealth 
were sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. 

Permanent homes have been found in families for five children who 
would otherwise have been sent to institutions.

No. 90. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance No. 
63 of the General Ordinances. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE Ciry COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD AS Foriows: 


That the clause, viz., “ No wooden post or column shall 
be used in a cellar as a structural support in buildings in the 
first fire district" of Section 20 of Ordinance No. 63 of the 
General Ordinances be amended by adding thereto the follow- ` 


ing: 

The Mayor and Aldermen may on recommendation of the 
inspector grant permits for the erection of wooden posts or 
columns to be used in a cellar as a structural support in build- 
ings in the first fire district. 


Approved, December 31, 1910. 


No. 91. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the filing of 
deeds, grants and evidences of title of. real estate belonging to 
the City of Pittsfield. 


BE iT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITYSFIELD AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. That all deeds, grants and instruments con- 
veying or granting to the City of Pittsfield any rights in or to 
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real estate be filed with the City Clerk, and that the City 
Clerk provide a place for the same in the vault in the City 
Hall and that all such instruments be indexed in some con- 
venient way so that they may be readily referred to. 


Section 2. That a joint standing committee shall be ap-

Section 3 of Chapter XIII of the General Ordinances is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “апа” after the 
words “captain of police” and inserting after the words 
“sergeant of police” the words “and an inspector of police 
who shall be a detective officer and who shall receive as com- 
pensation a salary equal to that received by the sergeant" so 
that said section shall read as follows: 


. Section 3. The Mayor may appoint, subject to confirma- 
tion by the Board of Aldermen, a captain of police, a sergeant 
of police and an inspector of police who shall be a detective

. in accordance with the rules of the civil service commissioners 
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of Massachusetts governing the appointment of patrolmen in 
cities. Said officers shall serve during good behavior and shall 
perform such duties as may be lawfully prescribed by the 
City Council or by the chief of police.

No. 95. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for a Temporary 
Treasurer or Collector of Taxes. 


BE Іт ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD, AS l'orLows: 


If the Treasurer or Collector of Taxes of the City of 
Pittsfield is unable to perform his duties the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen may, by order, appoint a treasurer or collector, 
pro tempore, who shall be sworn and give bond їп like manner 
as the Treasurer or Collector chosen by the City Council and 
hold such office until the regular incumbent is ab!e to perform 
the duties of the office or until the Treasurer or Collector is 
chosen by the City Council as is provided by the charter.

No. 96. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Sealer of Weights and Measures, Inspector of 
Petroleum and a Smoke Inspector. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE (ТҮ COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD, AS Forrows: 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Section 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall annually in 
the month of March appoint a sealer of weights and meas- 
ures provided for in Section 18 of Chapter 62 of the Revised 
Laws. 


Section 2. The sealer of weights and measures shall have 
and exercise the powers named in said Chapter 62 and statutes 
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amendatory thereof. He shall care for and carefully preserve 
all the standard weights and measures owned by the city and 
shall provide suitable protection therefor. Че shall keep in 
his file a descriptive list of all weights and measures which are 
the property of the City of Pittsfield and shall annually make 
a report of the transactions of his office to the Mayor and 
City Council. 


Section 3. The salary of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures shall be four hundred dollars per annum. He shall ac- 
count for and pay into the city treasury the fees received by 
him by virtue of his office. | 


INSPECTOR OF PETROLEUM. 


Section 4. The Mayor and Aldermen, shall annually in 
the month of March appoint an inspector of petroleum pro- 
vided for in Chapter 204 of the Acts of 1911. Не shall hold 
his office until the first Monday in March in the year next ensu- 
ing or until his successor is appointed. He may be removed at 
any time for cause by the Mayor and Aldermen and if a va- 
cancy occurs it shall be filled at once for the unexpired term. 


Section 5. The inspector of petroleum shall have and 
exercise the powers named in said Chapter 204. He shall keep 
a record of all petroleum and the products thereof which he 
inspects and he shall also keep a record of the fees received 
and by whom paid. Не shall annually make a report of the 
transactions of his office to the Mayor and City Council. 


Section 6. The inspector of petroleum shall receive as 
compensation a fee of seven cents for every one hundred gal- 
lons of petroleum or its products inspected by him which shall 
be paid by persons who require his services for such inspection. 


SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


Section 7. The Mayor shall annually in the month of 
January appoint a.smoke inspector provided for in Section 125 
of Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws. He shall hold his office 
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until the first Monday in February in the year next ensuing 
or until his successor is appointed. He may be removed at 
any time by the Mayor and if a vacancy occurs it shall be filled 
at once for the unexpired term. 


Section 8. The smoke inspector shall have and exercise 
the powers named in Chapter 102 and statutes amendatory 
thereof. | 


Section 9. The smoke inspector shall annually in January 
report to the Mayor the transactions of his office during the 
preceding year and make such suggestions as he may deem 
proper. 


Section 10. The salary of the smoke inspector shall be 
one hundred dollars per annum. 


Section 11. ‘The offices herein provided for may be held 
by one and the same person. 


Section 12. This Ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage and appointments to the several offices herein provided 
for may be immediately made for the unexpired terms. 


Section 13. АП Ordinances and parts of Ordinances 
inconsistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed.

No. 97. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance No. 
36, Relative to the Fire Department. 


BE тт ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL or THE CITY OF 
‘PITTSFIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Ordinance No. 36 “An Ordinance to revise and codify the 
Ordinances relative to Fire Department” .is hereby amended 
by adding after Section 11, the following: 


It shall be the duty of the chief engineer to make a report 
in writing to the building inspector and chief of police of any 
violations coming to his notice of any provision of any Ordi-

nance of the City establishing a fire district and regulating the 
construction of buildings; and he shall perform such other 
duties as the City Council may from time to time prescribe. 
He shall devote his whole time to the interests and business of © 
the department. In case of his absence from the City or dis- 
ability from any cause to perform his duties, his powers shall 
vest in and his duties be devolved upon the assistant chief or, 
in the absence of the assistant chief, the captain first in rank 
of those present in the City. | 


It shall be the duty of the chief engineer. or in his ab- 
sence of tte assistant chief engineer, to examine or cause to be 
examined all buildings and other places, where ashes, shavings, 
or other combustible materials may be collected or deposited, 
and at all times to be vigilant in causing the removal of the 
same, whenever necessary in his opinion, to avoid danger from 
fire. He shall direct the tenant or occupant of any such build- 
ing or place, to remove or otherwise safely dispose of such 
ashes, shavings, or other combustible materials; and in case 
such tenant or occupant shall fail or refuse so to do, the chief 
engineer or assistant chief engineer shall remove or cause to be 
removed the same, at the expense of the said tenant or occu- 
pant. Any such tenant or occupant who shall, when thereto 
directed by said chief engineer, or assistant chief engineer, 
neglect or refuse to remove any such ashes, shavings, or other 
combustible materials, shall be liable to a penalty for each such 
neglect or refusal of not more than twenty dollars. 


It shall also be the duty of the chief engineer, or in his 
absence of the assistant chief engineer, when requested by two 
or more citizens, representing that ashes or combustible ma- 
terials, are kept in an insecure or illegal manner, or that the 
funnels, flues, fireboards, or heating apparatus of any building 
in the city are in an insecure or dangerous state, to make a 
personal examination of such place or building, and to give 
the owner or occupant thereof written notice of the changes, 
alterations or repairs which in his opinion, the public safety 
may require; and any person who shall neglect or refuse to 
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make such changes, alterations, ог repairs when so required, 
or shall prevent the examination aforesaid, or shall obstruct 
the said engineer in carrying out the provisions of this section, 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars.

No. 98. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for a Joint 
Standing Committee to be known as the Committee on Public 
Property. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE Crry COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. At the commencement of each municipal year 
the presiding officer of each branch of the City Council shall 
appoint a joint standing committee to be known as the Com- 
mittee on Public Property, consisting of two members from 
the Board of Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. The Mayor and President of the Common Council 
shall be ex-officio members of this committee with the right 
to vote in all matters coming before the committee. The com- 
mittee immediately upon its appointment shall organize and 
proceed to collect all legal documents of the City of Pittsfield, 
arrange for securing an index thereof and filing of the same, 
and shall provide such cabinets as shall be necessary therefor 
in the city vaults. 


Section 2. The committee shall annually make an inven- 
tory of all the city property real and personal setting forth 
the approximate value and file the same with the City Council 
on or before the first day of March in each year. The com- 
mittee may cause plans and descriptions of all real estate 
owned by the City to be filed with such inventory. 


Section 3. The inventory so prepared shall once in five 
years be published in the municipal register and any additions 
thereto or deductions therefrom in any year shall annually be 
published in the municipal register. 
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Section 4. The heads of the various departments of the 
City shall furnish all information and assistance possible to 
this committee in the preparation of the aforesaid inventory. 


Section 5. АП Ordinances and parts of Ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed.

No. 99. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance No. 
63 of General Ordinances requiring a Building Inspector’s ap- 
proval of fire stops. 


Be IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD, AS Forrows: 


That Section 31 or Ordinance No. 63 of the General Ordi- 
nances of the City of Pittsfield be and is hereby amended by 
adding at the end of said section the following: 


No fire stops required by the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be covered or concealed from view until approved in 
writing by the Building Inspector, who will examine the same 
within three working days after notice that they are ready for 
Inspection.

No. 100. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for records of 
the details of making the annual budget of appropriations and 
unappropriated funds in the treasury. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL oF THE CITY oF 
PITTSFIELD, AS Forrows: 


Section 1. The Committee on Finance shall cause the city 
auditor to keep a detailed record of the manner in which the 
annual budget of appropriations is made. Said record shall in 
addition to the usual items of appropriation show in detail as 
follows: 
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First. The total appropriations less the interest and debt 
requirements for the current year, the remainder to show the 
requirements to be met levy, said remainder to be inside the 
legal $12 tax limit. 


Second. The amount of money possible to be raised for 
the current year on the legal allowance of $12 on each $1,000 
of the total property valuation of the preceding year, plus the 
City’s estimated prospective revenue, said estimated pros- 
pective revenue to be itemized in detail. 


Section 2. There shall also be kept in like manner a de- 
tailed ledger account entitled “ Unappropriated Funds in the 
Treasury.” On the debit side of said account shall be kept a 
detailed account of the money ordered by the City Council to 
be expended from said unappropriated funds; and on the 
credit side of said account shall be kept a detailed account of 
the sources from which said unappropriated funds are derived. 
Orders appropriating money from said fund shall read at the 
end as follows: “ Said sum to be taken from unappropriated 
funds in the treasury.” 


Section 3. An exact detailed statement of the financial 
operations as shown in the preceding sections shall be annually 
printed with the city auditor's report іп the municipal register.

No. 101. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance No. 
36 relative to Compensation and Vacations in the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Section 22 of Ordinance No. 36 entitled “An 
Ordinance, to revise and codify the Ordinances relative to Fire 
Department,” as amended by Ordinance No. 49, as amended 
by Ordinance No. 76, is hereby further amended by striking 
out the whole of Section 22, as amended, and substituting 
therefor the following: 
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Section 22. The compensation of the officers and mem- 
bers of the Fire Department shall be at the following annual 
rates: 


Chief engineer, fourteen hundred dollars. 
Assistant engineer twelve hundred dollars. 


Captain of Central Fire Station on Allen street, eleven 
hundred dollars. 


Permanent firemen, each, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
for the first year of service; eight hundred and fifty dollars 
for the second year of service; nine hundred dollars for the 
third year of service, and one thousand dollars a year after 
the third year of service. 


Permanent firemen, who, in addition to their duties are 
engineers of steamers, one hundred dollars a year in addition 
to the compensation above provided for. But the chief engi- 
neer and assistant engineer shall not be entitled to this extra 
compensation. 


Call firemen shall be paid the compensation, quarterly, 
provided in Ordinance No. 89. 


One of the permanent firemen now provided by Ordinance 
who is a mechanician may be employed to have charge of and 
repair the motor apparatus and such a fireman may be paid 
not to exceed nine hundred dollars the first year and not more 
than one thousand dollars annually thereafter. 


It 1s provided, however, that the yearly increase of salary 
provided and all subsequent yearly increases of the salary of 
any firemen shall not be made, allowed or paid unless the fire- 
man or firemen benefited thereby first obtain from the chief 
engineer and the assistant engineer a certificate stating that his 
or their qualifications and previous service have been such as 
to entitle him or them to receive such increase.

AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the auditing 
of accounts by the Fire Department Committee, Amending 
Section 16 of Ordinance No. 55.

“All bills, vouchers and accounts of the Fire Department 
shall be examined and approved, as herein provided, by the 
Joint Standing Committee of the City Council known as the 
Fire Department Committee."

That Section 1 of Ordinance No. 36 as amended by Ordi- 
nance No. 50 is further amended by striking out the words “а 
maximum number of seventeen (17) permanent firemen, a 
maximum number of fifty (50) call hremen and a maximum 
number of fifty (59) volunteer firemen” at the end thereof 
and substituting the following: | 


“апа such number of permanent, call and volunteer fire- 
men as the City Council shall from time to time determine.”
